Georgia has never electrocuted 
a woman. One woman was sen- 
tenced to die in the. electric chair 
several years ago, but her sentence 
was commuted at the last moment.

Three long articles in the six- 
page publication were devoted to 
the Yugoslav Communist Con- 
gress and the general situation in 
Yugoslavia.

Of Aidmore 


Dr. Harriette E. Gillette has 
been named Medical Director of 
Aidmore and the Crippled Chil- 
dren League of Georgia, League 
officials announced yesterday. 
Dr. Gillette’s appointment coin- 
cided with an announcement from 
Chicago citing her as the first per- 
son ever to receive a national 
scholarship for the study of cere- 
bral palsy. ‘ 

The scholarship was one of eight 
awarded by the National Society 
for Crippled Children and Adults 
from a fund established by the 
Alpha Chi Omega Sorority. It 
provides for study at the Chil- 
dren’s Rehabilitation Center in 
Baltimore, Md., under Dr. Win- 
throp M. Phelps, one of the na- 
tion’s recognized authorities on 
cerebral palsy. 

Dr. Gillette is a graduate of the 
Rush Medical School of Chicago. 
After an internship in Boston, 
Mass., she was a practicing pedia- 
trician in Tampa, Fla., for five 
years. 

Awarded a fellowship by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, she specialized in phys- 
ical medicine at Warm Springs 
for a year, and then devoted six 
months to research at Emory Uni- 
versity Medical School. 

J. Clayton Burke, President of 
the Crippled Children League, 
commented that Aidmore is now 
one of the few hospitals in the 
country that have available a spe- 
cialist in cerebral palsy.

Everywhere Commissioner A. B. Chandler went on his 
Georgia-Alabama League tour last week, the people were 
deeply impressed by his sincere interest in baseball. 


They appreciated the fact that the 
man who rules over America’s 
vast empire of 60 leagues took 
the time to visit the “Grass Roots” 
of baseball. 

It was a trip that Chandler 
didn’t have to make. He could 
have remained in his office at 
Carew Tower in Cincinnati. His 
4,000-mile tour that touched nine 
leagues—mostly class-D—didn’t en- 
hance his position with the Major 
moguls who name the Baseball 
Czar. In fact, some of his Big 
League critics considered the jaunt 
a waste of time. 

Asked why he was making the 
tour, Chandler replied, “I want to 
know what’s going on every- 
where that baseball is played. If I 
have to rule on something that 
happened in LdGrange, Griffin or 
some place, I'll know the condi- 
tions.” . 

Now that you have seen several 
games in the lower minors, what’s 
your opinion of the setup? 

“I’m pleased with the way the 
games are being conducted, but 
far from satisfied. We hope to 
have uniform lighting systems all 
over baseball in a few years. And 
many clubs need to provide bet-

the players,” Chandler said.

Every able-bodied young American who did not bear 
arms in World War II has a direct, personal interest in 
the new Selective Service Law. Here are the facts: 


The most important thing to remember is that the 
U. S. Army will continue to rely on voluntary enlist- 
ments as its primary source of manpower. 


Selective Service will be used only to make up the 
difference between authorized strength and the number 
of volunteers. If there are not enough volunteers to 
do the job, young men of 19 to 25 will be subject to 
call for 21 months of service, with an additional 5 years 
in inactive reserve status. 


You may prefer to choose from a number of other 
courses open to you. 


First, if you are 18 you may volunteer within limited 
monthly quotas, for one year’s training with the Army 
of the United States. Up to 110,000 men, in monthly 
increments of. 10,000, in this classification can be 
accepted. Following active duty you must, if offered 
the assignment, serve 4 years in an organized unit of 
the Reserve or National Guard; or, if not offered such | 
assignment, serve 6 years in the inactive reserve.

Second, if you are 19 to 25 you may volunteer for 
21 months in the Regular Army.

Either requirement may be met by 
extending your Regular Army enlistment 12 months. 

Third —and best, you may enlist 
in the Regular Army for 3 or more 
years.

Dr. Overton Says 
Mothers Failing 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


Many Georgia mothers thrust their 
daughters into maturity too soon in their 


emai to be sure they have a good time and are popular | 


with their young friends. 

On the other hand, the same women cling to immaturity for them- 
selves, starve themselves to keep up a sylphlike figure, treasure their 
own girlish tricks and generally appear ridiculous, hoping to remain 
forever young and ingenuous. 


This is the opinion of Dr. Grace Sloan Overton, for many years 
instructor on adolescent psychology at Columbia University and 
author of many books on. love, marriage and sex. 


Dr. Overton, a soft-eyed, expansive woman, spent last week as 
her third or fourth visit to Georgia as a lecturer on boy-girl rela- 
tions at the Youth Workshop. She appeared twice daily for the 
four days and her suite was never empty between lectures as young- 
sters called to ask her specific advice. 


Dr. Overton believes mothers have fallen down everywhere in 
America and they have overlooked the great charm of mellow age 
both with their friends and their husbands. 


“Men really want women who implement them, who are 
sweethearts, good mothers and good partners in the home. 
Women have somewhere forgotten the allure of serving their 
men (I never heard of one leaving a home where he was adored 
and pampered) and think instead they should be waited on 
hand and foot. It is a mistake.” 


Dr. Overton disagrees with the Kinsey Report on Sex and the 
American Male (“it is no scientific study, anyway”), that the ma- 
jority of young girls have had sex relations by their eighteenth 
birthday, but she says the minority is growing every day. 


“It is amazing to know that there is greater promiscuity in high 
achool than in college,” she observed. “College men, especially the 
veterans, cannot be held by sex alone, and are frowning on free 
and easy girls as wives. The girls are sensing it and straightening 
up. High school kids do not know the price and they are doing 
more and more experimenting.” 


The authority on youth relations said that because mothers are 
more ambitious for their daughters than for their sons, the girls 
have developed an aggressiveness that is both repulsive but con- 
trary to nature. 


72h wel bet that 0 virtuous girl had trouble in a liberal- 
thinking crowd. Now it is reversed. A good boy has a very 
tough time being popular with a crowd.” 


The expert scourged high school sororities and fraternities which 
already have been discredited by educational associations as de- 
veloping an early, mock-sophistication and forging cliques that ruin 
young people. She said they destroy school spirit and school recrea- 
tional programs, because strong fraternal feelings replace school 
loyalties. 


She cited indulgences in bizarre evening clothes, liquor, ex- 
travagant parties, lavish gifts and flowers that sate the taste of 
the young and lead to nothing but a useless, bored adulthood.

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This Is No ‘Red-Baiting 


Some time ago The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion was able to reveal that Don West, 
Executive Director of the Wallace cam- 
paign in Georgia, had een listed a num- 
ber of times by the Communist Daily 
Worker as a Communist organizer. 

We also were able to reveal, from the 
record, that he had been a contributor to 
the Daily Worker and in one contribution 
had more than once identified himself as 
a Communist by saying so in so many 
words, namely, “I am Don West, a Com- 
munist.” 

The House Committee on Un-American 
Affairs also identified West in these cate- 
gories. ; 

West has refused to deny them, although 
offered the opportunity. 

Now comes Vassar-educated Miss Eliz- 
abeth Bentley, testifying under oath in 
Washington, who swears that she was a 
Communist and worked as a Communist 
agent, against this country in wartime, 
and that one of her aides and fellow agents 
was a Miss Mary Watkins Price. 

Now, where do we find Mary Watkins 
Price? 

She is directing the Wallace campaign 
in the neighboring State of North Caro- 
lina. Responsible persons in North Caro- 
lina say she, too, refuses to admit being 
a Communist, but is generally regarded 
as one. 

Here in Atlanta two or three of woolly- 
minded persons wrote in to ask if we were 


not “red-baiting” in exposing Don West’s 
own admission of Communist affiliation 
and loyalty, and also to ask if we were 
not persecuting “a dear, sweet boy of high 
ideals,” as one sympathetic soul described 
him. 3 
We don’t think so. We are proud of a 
record which has never included Red- 
baiting, but which has always been 
strongly anti-Communist for many rea- 
sons, the chief one being that Communists 
are sworn enemies of the United States of 
America and loyal only to a foreign power, 
Soviet Russia. 

Henry Wallace complains that “Red 
baiters” attack his “Progressive Party.” 

Using this answer he, too, refuses di- 
rect answers. | 

But the undenied facts are that the im- 
portant party rules and platform commit- 
tees were packed with Communists at his 
recent convention and what came forth 
from those committees showed the con- 
vention was run by them. 

The Wallace platform—for example— 
is almost identical, even to certain phrases, 
to the Communist platform as published 
by the Daily Worker. It is very likely 
some of the persons who wrote the Com- 
munist platform had a hand in the Wal- 
lace writing. 

The people of Georgia and of the na- 
tion need to know these things. 

If they refuse to believe them, they 
very well may live to regret it. 


Are Atlanta Police Brutal? 


It is only natural for certain types of 
prisoners, when released, to attempt to 
vent their anger at the police with charges 
of brutal treatment. Such accusations 
crop up periodically by former prisoners, 
some of whom undoubtedly are more con- 

cerned with obtaining revenge for fancied 
wrongs than in the veracity of their 
charges. 


The public does not demand that the 
police handle their prisoners with kid 
gloves} so to speak. It realizes that force 
sometimes is necessary to subdue a recal- 
citrant. This, however, does not give the 
police license to inflict undue punishment 
upon even the most obdurate of prisoners. 


There were two reports of alleged un- 
necessary beatings by Atlanta police last 
week. One, involving a Columbus man, 
has been investigated by Police Chief 
Jenkins with the result that the accused 
policemen have been upheld and a report 
issued claiming that the prisoners came by 
his bruises from falls in the patrol wagon. 


We do not question the good intent of 
Chief Jenkins. Neither do we hold any 
brief for the ex-prisoner who charged mal- 
treatment. But we do question the ver- 
dict that the man was injured by repeated 
“falls in the patrol wagon.” This same 
verdict in one form or another has been 
rendered so many times that it has been 


Ce 


worn bare and is sufficient, within itself, 
to arouse the suspicions of the public, even 
though berserk drunks do very often in- 
jure themselves in wild resistance. We 
think the public would welcome frank re- 
ports saying, where necessary, “This man 
was so tough and mean I had to hit him to 
make the arrest.” 

The second complaint was made direct 
to The Constitution a day or so after the 
first case was publicized. This former 
prisoner, just released, declined to give 
his name. He was interested, he said, only 
in giving support to the general charge 
that Atlanta police are needlessly brutal. 
The injuries shown by this man, including 
a cut on the top of his head and bruises 
on the back and in other spots, could 
hardly have resulted from “falls in the 
patrol wagon.” And if they had, the 
,police were wantonly brutal in failing to 
take him to a hospital for treatment. 

We realize that the job of the police- 
man is difficult at best, and that the be- 
havior of some prisoners is such that few 
could resist forceful retaliation. As arms 
of the law, however, and as representa- 
tives of society, the policeman cannot 
allow himself, nor can he be allowed, to 
exercise more force than is necessary to 
accomplish his legal purpose. To go be- 
yond that is to indulge in a brutality which 
cannot be tolerated in our government.

A Quiet 
Political Essay 


Political campaigns are full of sound and 
fury, and much of it is, even as Avon’s Bard did 
allow, signifying nothing. 

The principals usually do very well, talking about platforms and 
the various planks. The planks selected are those which are be 
lieved to contain the most appeal to the lacks, wants, needs or 
emotions of the voters. An emotional one is best. If the people 
really are aroused about something close to their personal life then 
that is the “plank” to stress. 

People are not interested in atomic bombs or democracy’s 
proved virtues if they ar’ hungry or if their lives are uncomfort- 
able, for whatever reason. | 

For example, I doubt very much if the late Eugene Talmadge 
would have been defeatec by Ellis Arnall if the former had not 
needlessly done the Ur.iversity System considerable damage and 
had it removed from t e list of accredited schools. This touched 
the lives of too -.nany persons and of their sons and daughters. 
It aroused the teachers. And while the teachers are not treated 
too well. he is a dolt vv’ thinks/of teachers as weak and uninflu- 
ential persons who ma_ be shoved around at will. Any politician 
of such mind will find hin.self destroyed by one of the most power- 
ful blocs in any State. 


“Ri hts’ This year, the emphasis is on civil rights. Both Mr. 
g Talmadge and Mr, Thompson have decried the civil 
rights proposal by President Truman. Mr. Talmadge insists he has 
denounced it the most and that Mr. Thompson had his fingers 
crossed. This Mr. Thompson hotly denies, so they both lay on 
with a will. 

Mr. Thompson makes much of the State budget. His managers 
did provide a smart piece of work when they published the budget, 
and they speak well of it, as they may. Most of the excess money 
appears to have been spent for education and health and for the 
more necessary Stat: activities. 

But one wonders at six executive orders transferring $666,367.64 
in extra money to the Agricultural Department. If a single farmer 
in the State can show any reflected benefit from that extra sum, 
I would be very much surprised. Whatever the explanation, this 
looks too much like an effort to purchase the Commissioner’s politi- 
cal friendship. Here, too, the competition is dual. 


Roads The road-building program, as always, frankly is being 

used for political purposes. I make haste to say not 
a single Governor has been less guilty. Indeed, Mr. Arnall’s road 
efforts in behalf of the Carmichael campaign were more elaborate. 
The present operations appear to be more skillful, the political 
effect of which will not be known until September. 

What we appear to need are regulations making it illegal for a 
Governor to provide departments with increased revenue in the 
six months before any campaign. The present law against. letting 
road contracts in the final months of any term should be amended 
to cover situations such as the current one, to which the law does 


not apply, although the intent does. 

Gossip It is an unusual campaign in that every political figure 
in the State is actively engaged. The late Bob Taylor, 

of Tennessee, once said of campaigning politicians that: 


“They wiggle in and wiggle out, 

And leave the people all in doubt 

As to whether the creeper that made the track 
Is going in or coming back.” 


Certainly many loyalties and many paths have crossed in this 
current campaign. The bitterest of foes are the closest of friends; 
the closest of friends are the bitterest of foes. 

The issues largely are ignored, as is the unhappy custom. 

The campaign is one of personalities, with the Messrs. Talmadge, 
Thompson, Arnall, Rivers, Harris and their lieutenants busily en- 
gaged in hanging out repeatedly washed political linen. 
Lessons Two recent events have presented political object les- 

sons for all those persons who are trying to soak up 
wisdom for political careers, or pick up the art of political king- 
making in a few easy lessons. At Vidalia, Ga., the Talmadge plan- 
ners arranged what could have been a very effective political 
weapon. When their candidate finished his address a third or 
more of the crowd left as the rival candidate was being introduced. 
Had this been all of it, the next speaker, who happened to be for- 
mer Governor Rivers, would have been deflated to a degree. But 
a few of the dolts, who must be watched always if they can’t be 
driven out of the camp, as is the best plan, remained to heckle and 
boo. Mr. Rivers, who is one of the best stump speakers in our gen- 
eration, skilfully kept them going for a good 30 minutes. He played 
on them like a fiddler at a hoe-down. He was then a martyr and a 
hero and even some of those against him were angered into sympathy 
for hirn because of the booers, who were good and loud, since their 
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‘wind could blow unobstructed through their brain spaces. 


The second: incident was the recent wreck in which Candidate 
Talmadge was hurt and could well have been killed. When he fin- 
ishes his speeches there usually is a competition among his friends 
to snatch him away so as to have the honor of driving him home or 
to the next speaking engagement. He had gone to the speaking in a 
car supplied for the campaign. But he went, reluctantly, with 
friends, who managed to turn the car over into a ditch about 40 
minutes after the afternoon speaking. There was a young lady in 
the car, and when the wreck happened her friends foolishly gave 
another name, when there was no need to do so, since her presence 
was perfectly proper. But this thoughtlessness supplied grist for 
the gossip mills and embarrassment when there was nothing to con- 
ceal about a wreck which occurred in broad daylight on the public 
highway. The moral of the story is—protect your candidate from 
his friends. They may kill him, or his campaign, with their idea 
of being good to him. 

Meanwhile, Congress overshadows the State races. And the 
issues of the State races, which ought to be those of the State, get 
involved with the national scene. That isn’t too good, but it is 
inevitable.

The money being spent by gubernatorial candidates in the present race is expected to more than 
double the previous all-time record amount which was spent in 1946, some observers say. Innumer- 


able hotel rooms are occupied by campaign workers for both major candidates. 


High-priced cam- 


paign workers fill their headquarters. Money is flowing freely for radio time, advertisements, pub- 
licity pamphlets and cards. The cost of the battle for the two major candidates will total—some insid- 


ers believe__between one-half and three-quarters of a million dollars. 


In 1946, the cost of the cam- 


paigns waged by the three major candidates totalled around $300,000, it was reported. 


Belmont Dennis, Covington editor running 
again for Lieutenant-Governor, estimates this 
year’s Governor will be a “Million-Dollar Gov- 
ernor,” because it will take that much spending 
by the two major candidates in the campaign. 


This is an absurd state of affairs, Dennis 
reasons, because the “Million-Dollar Gover-

A candidate for Lieutenant-Governor him- 
self, Dennis takes occasion to crack at Marvin 
Griffin as a “strong arm” man who has served 
as “bouncer” for two opposiug State administra- 
tions. He says Henry Persons was “picked out 
of a hat” by the Thompson camp. 


Hoke O’Kelley, who financed the entire 
$7,000 cost of his own campaign for Governor 
in 1946, is-continuing to assail the heavy spend- 
ing by groups to elect Governors in Georgia. 


“Well-placed favors have welded together 
funds and political forces into powerful political 
machines, seeking to fix their control over the 
State and its destiny,” O’Kelley says. “We saw 
its effect two years ago when three Governors 
fought for the control of our State. The outcome 
was nearly a dead heat, and with the develop- 
ment beyond human control, it resulted in a 
stalemate. Now, with some realignments, a 
somewhat similar contest is on again. 


“Then it was said by the political analysts 
that the Governor’s salary, in 50 years would 
not cover the cost of the campaign. What the cost 
will be this time cannot be estimated with accu- 
recy, but it is certain to be large. Thus it ean be 
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said that we now have at least partly a circum- 
stance where political machines and big money 
are fighting for control of our State,” O’Kelley 
asserted. 

The candidate said he would tell the people 
week by week what he is spending in his cam- 
paign. He called upon other candidates to do 
likewise. 

Gubernatorial Candidate Joe Rabun, de 
nouncing rumors that Herman Talmadge was 
contributing to his campaign fund, challenged

The legal limit on spending in the Governor’s 
race is $25,000. This is circumvented by candi- 
dates having groups finance the campaign 
locally, without the funds coming through the 
State campaign headquarters. 


JIM MANNING, who is running for the House 
from Cobb County, charges that Agriculture 
Commissioner Tom Linder is wasting thou- 
sands of dollars of Georgia farmers’ and taxpay- 
ers’ money by mailing his “personal political 
sheet financed by the taxpayers” to thousands 
of people outside the State of Georgia.

GOP Shift to the South? 


WASHINGTON—The Congressmen most annoyed by the cam- 
paign-time special session are the members of the House of Rrepre- 
sentatives (55 Republicans and 35 Democrats) who won their pres- 
ent seats by less than a 5 percent margin. 

And two groups in this category especially scared are Republi- 
can city members, who fear the effect of a failure by Congress 
to do something to check the high cost of living, and Democrats 
from Southern border States put on the spot by President Truman’s 


civil rights stand. 

*.. Starting with Rep. Homer A. Ramey, of Toledo, 
Unhappy Six who slipped by in 1946 with only 357 votes to 
spare, six Republican Congressmen won by less than a one percent 
margin. Another big-city member in that group is Claude I. Bake 
well, of St. Louis. 

Eleven more Republicans won by less than a 2 percent margin, 
including Robert J. Twyman and Richard B. Vail, of Chicago; Rob- 
ert N. McCarvey, of Philadelphia; Norris’ Poulson, of Los Angeles, 
and Charles R. Clason, of Springfield, Mass. 

Among 38 members who held an edge variously from 2 to 4.9 
percent are Howard A. Coffin and Harold F. Youngblood, of Detroit; 
Jacob K. Javits and David M. Potts, of New York City; Edward J. 


lin J. Maloney, of Philadelphia, and William J. Crow, of Union- 
town, Pa.; John C. Brophy, of Milwaukee; Francis J. Love, of 
Wheeling; Fred A. Hartley, of New Jersey; Albert Reeves, Jr., of 
Kansas City; Thor C. Tollefson, of Tacoma; Bertrand W. Gear- 
hart, of Fresno, and George B. Schwabe, of Tulsa. 


Disturbed These Republican city members are greatly dis- 

turbed by the degree to which all of President Tru- 
man’s recommendations are geared to appeal to organized labor and 
other urban groups, but as against this they are checked by the 
motions Henry Wallace’s new Progressive Party is making in the 
same line. Progressive nominees for Congress entered in city dis- 
tricts will split the normally Democratic vote and thus may prove 
helpful to the incumbent Republicans, 

The prospect of Republican gains in the Southern border States 
on account of the civil rights controversy is strikingly illustrated in 
the 1946 congressional returns. Among eight Democrats who slipped 
in by a margin of 2 percent or less were the veteran Representa- 
tives, Brent Spence, of Kentucky, and A. S. Mike Monroney, of 
Oklahoma.

Other border-State Democrats with less 
than a 3 percent margin were Reps. Joe Bates, of Kentucky, and 
E. H. Hedrick, of West Virginia. Ranging under a 5 percent mar- 
gin were Reps. Robert Doughton, Charles Deane and Hamilton 
Jones, of North Carolina; J. P. Flannagan, of Virginia; Frank Chelf, 
of Kentucky; Clarence Cannon and Frank Karsten, of Missouri. 


More There are a lot more border-State Democratis within the 
10 percent victory range. 

This is the group caught squarely in the middle by the civil 
rights fracas. Unlike the States farther South, Negroes vote freely 
in North Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, Kentucky, Missouri and 
Oklahoma. But in these States also there are large numbers of 
white voters just as antagonistic to Mr. Truman’s racial equality 
recommendations as their Democratic brethren in the Deep South. 

All along the Southern border, Republican congressional as- 
pirants are springing up like mushrooms, some in districts where 
they never grew before. 

With 246 members, as against 187 Democrats and two Wallace- 
ites, the Republicans appear to be in no great danger of losing 
control of the House this year. But there might be a shift of Re 
publicans away from the northern cities and into the Southland, 


with a highly significant effect on future partly alignments.

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The Phoebes Just Took Over 


TATE MOUNTAIN—The two fledgling phoebes which lived on the front 
porch have finally flown and everybody is breathing a little easier now. They 
were a great responsibility while they were with us, and something of a nuisance, 
because their parents were of a nervous type who would fly into a state of great 

ma =@ = =6alarm every time anybody walked out on the porch. They had some reason to be 
agitated, of course, because you know how kids are. The presence of a.bird nest on the front porch 
whets their curiosity to a fever heat, and they have to be shinnying up the post all the time to peer 
into the nest to see how the eggs are coming along, and whether or not they have started to hatch 
yet, and this always agitates the mama phoebe considerably, who will flit from the nest uttering 
loud peeps of distress, which in turn would perturb her husband, and the two of them would buzz 


about yelling their heads off. 

This did not matter so much on warm days, 
but it was a matter of some concern when it 
was cloudy and cold, for ‘there was a good 
chance that the eggs would get chilled and would 
not hatch if the mama stayed off the nest too 
long at a time. 


Fortunately, though, this did not happen 
and both of the eggs hatched out and the 
young people in no time at all were sitting 
up there peeping lustily and yelling for food 
at all hours. So I got the children together 
and gave them a good lecture about not 
climbing up to the phoebes’ nest to peer at 
the little birds, because this would inter- 
rupt their feeding routine, the mama bird 
being afraid te return with worms if some- 
body was always shinnying up the post 
peering into the nest just about the time 
she arrived. They were pretty reasonable 
about it, and were content merely to peep 
out from behind the screen door, watching 
the mama and papa phoebe bringing worms 
te their young. 


The presence of the young birds, peeping and 
earrying on, had a very bad effect on my cat, 
Chester Junior, though. While there was nothing 
but eggs in the nest Chester Junior paid it little 
attention, but as soon as the little birds arrived 
all his hunting instincts were aroused and he 
would sit for hours peering up at the nest until 
I am positive he got a crick in his neck. _Some- 
times when he thought no one was looking he 
would try to jump up to the nest, but it was too 
high, and whenever anybody heard him jumping 
they would go out and whack him on the stern 
with a folded newspaper, causing him to leap 
off the porch and flee into the bushes in high 
dudgeon.

fairly long porch, and everybody sits there in 
the cool of the afternoon, while the phoebes take 
over the other end and feed their young in peace. 

But nobody enjoyed sitting at this end of the 
porch for the late sun would beat in with a great 
glare, and when visitors were present they 
would sit there shading their eyes and mopping 
their brows, and finally they would inquire what 
was the sense of sitting in the sun parboiling 
when the other end was so shady. They would 
look at me a little queerly, I’m afraid, when I 
would explain that a family of phoebes had 
taken up their residence at the other end and 
that I was trying to insure them privacy in 
which to raise their young.

ALTER GARRETT hitched his chair up 
W to the table and feasted his eyes on 
what he saw coming into the dining 

room of the Schaefer home in Philadelphia. 
He saw, firs& a steaming platter of his fa- 
vorite dish—pork and sauerkraut. Then his 
glance rose to linger on the face and figure of 
the bearer, blond and peach blown Henrietta 
Schaefer. The dual treat set Walter Garrett— 
after the last of the sauerkraut had been con- 

sumed—on a train of serious thinking. 


At 41 he found himself suddenly a lonely | 


man, despite the several million dollars coming 
to him from the Garrett snuff fortune. It was 
his seeking for companionship that led him to 
the checkerboard in the headquarters of the 
Diligent Fire Company, there to meet John 
Schaefer and be invited to the modest home for 
dinner. 

Walter Garrett looked again at the 24-year- 
old Henrietta, vowed she was a perfect cook, 
which fulfilled one of his requirements. Then 
he looked around the table at her ten brothers 


and sisters, and he was encouraged. A firm — 


believer in big families, he wanted several sons 
and daughters of his own. 

In Henrietta Schaefer, born of hardy Ger- 
man parents, he found the answers to his quest. 
They were married quiétly in September, 1872, 
and disillusionment and confusion set in for him 
and his estate. The confusion still prevails in 
Philadelphia courts where various claimants

; The disillusionment started on the honey- 
moon at Atlantic City when Garrett’s mother- 
in-law took the room next to the. bridal suite and 
revealed a secret. 

She, Henrietta’s mother, had cooked the 
pork and sauerkraut.

The seéond blow fell’ some, time later when 
doctors informed Walter Garrett that his ad 
could never become a mother. 

The information didn’t wreck the marriage, 
but it tended to make Henrietta neurotic and, 
eventually, a recluse. Walter Garrett was still 
a lonely man when, in 1890, shortly before his 
death, he made a will leaving his entire estate 
to Henrietta and told her: 

“I know you don’t like to speak of wiils, but 
you should make sure the money doesn’t go to 
relatives and scalawags.” 

For several decades Henrietta administered 
the estate, managed so well that, at her death 
in 1930, the total value had increased to $30,- 
000,000——-a sum that set 26,000 claimants from 
all over the world seeking a share. She didn’t 
leave a will, but she left an example of her 
shrewdness in money matters. It was her rec- 
“ee of cash expenditures on herself and her two 

ig homes in Philadeiphia and Atlantic City. 
A court examiner, weary of examining claims 
since her death, found relief in tbe entries: 


“Five cents for apples for Prince.’”’” (One of ° 


the carriage horses.) 
“Three quarts of _ lawn seed, 60 cents.” 
“Purchase of dréss pattern, 15 cents. Car- 
fare, 10 cents.’ 
“Cost of having bread box japanned, $1.” 
“Fly paper, soda and phoning, 55 cents.” 
Her maid; Carthage Churchville, doubled as 
her hairdresser and chiropodist. In addition to 
a weekly salary of $4, raised to $10 by 1930, the 
maid received an extra 50 cents monthly for the 
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shampooing, a like amount for trimming Mrs. 
Garrett’s corns. 

The widow’s pleasure jaunts were itemized, 
too. On Aug. 22, 1910, she had entered notes 
on these expenditures: 

“Chair ride on boardwalk, 75 cents; per 
quisite (tip) Henry, 50 cents; assistant pusher 
for a friend, 10 cents.” 

At first glance the cash book might indicate 
a miserly nature, but such was not the case. 
The maid who trimmed her corns and washed 
her hair was given $10,000 by Mrs. Garrett in 
her last illness. Other servants, and charities, 
were well remembered. 

Her failure to leave a will probably will keep 
the celebrated Garrett case in the courts for sev- 
eral more years. Since 1937, 5,000 clairnants’ 
cases have been heard and dismissed, leaving 
21,000 in the field. 

After an exhaustive study of the remaining 
claims, a court examiner recently prepared to 
submit voluminous findings to higher authorities. 
It was indicated the main claimants were: 

Johann Schaefer, Germany, deceased, whose 
claim now is in the hands of the United States 
Government. 

Herman Kretschmar, deceased, a first cousin 
who sold his claim to a nephew, Wilson Prim 
Kretschmar, Greenville, Miss. 

Howard Sigmund Kretschmar, deceased, Chi-

cago sculptor who sold his claim to his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Constance Mock, Chicago. 

From all indications it may be several’ years 
before the various lawsuits and appeals will be 
decided and the estate divided. Under a law 
entitling it to a large share of any estate not 
settled within seven years, the State of Pennsyl- 
vania is expected to attempt to take 0 per cent 
of the estate. At the same time the United 
States Government will probably seek one-third 
of the total under the Alien Property Act as 
applied to late claimant Schaefer. 

After these conflicting claims have been ad- 
justed, inheritance taxes and attorneys’ fees 
may leave little of the millions that came to 
Henrietta Schaefer Garrett because of the pork 
and sauerkraut that, cooked by proxy, helped 
win her a husband.

E Charles Champe Taliaferros have had 

as many problems as any other couple

The counter-reply was that they could 
not afford another servant. Sometimes this argu- 
ment went off on a tangent when Mr. Taliaferro 
brought up the subject of the previous nurse, 
accusing his wife of firing her for making him 
a cup of coffee. . 

An argument which did not stay in the postal 
state eoncerned C, C., Jr., otherwise known as 
Mike and aged seven. The father said he should 
go to public school. Mike’s mother disagreed, so 
papa took Mike out of the private school he 
was attending and personally enrolled him in 
public school. 

That brought on more letter writing, until 
Taliaferro came home one day to be greeted by 
a carefully-coached children’s chorus. 

“If we can’t go to private school we’ll cry,” 
Mike and James Denham, five, chanted, aided 
somewhat by Robin Lee, four. 

That ended that argument, but the biggest 
question, concerning Mrs. Taliaferro’s request 
that they set up separate residences, met with a 
devastating rebuttal. 

“Separation is a luxury of the rich,” Talia- 
ferro has consistently replied. “I work for a 
living.”

HEN asked recently which of his most 

famous countrymen, dead or alive, he 

would like most to talk to, Bernard 
Shaw réplied that he didn’t want to talk to 
anybody, but if he craved entertaining conversa- 
tion by a first class raconteur, he would choose 
Osear Wilde. 

‘The opinion comes with singular appropriate- 
ness from Mr. Shaw, whose famous wit was 
modeled on the wit of Oscar Wilde. Like Wilde, 
Mr. Shaw gained and kept the attention of the 
world by his audacity, by his skill in astonishing 
by what seemed a paradox or an absurdity, but 
which proved, on thoughtful examination, to be 
sound sense and even profound truth. 

If Mr. Shaw had not called Wilde a raconteur, 
his reply would echo the opinion of practically all 
who knew Oscar Wilde. His talk was even more 
brilliant and more thought-provoking than his 
writings, but he was not a raconteur; he was a 
wit in the traditional English sense of the word. 

Of course, he could say brilliant or sparkling 
things in an amusing way, but his talk was dis- 
tinguished chiefly by its wisdom, its acquaintance 
with life and human character, which his hearers, 
if they were at all thoughtful, could verify out of 
their own experience. 

His wit differed from the bright sayings of 
other famous talkers in being extremely Kind. It 
was not in his temperament to say sharp or crit- 
ical things of other men. His wittiest sayings 
were impersonal, dealing with life and human 
nature in general, and their effect is to enlighten 
rather than to sting. If there are exceptions, they 
are found in the smart sayings of “Lady Winder- 
mere’s Fan,” or “The Importance of Being 
Earnest.” In nis plays Wilde often tried to miake 
a hit with the audience by shocking them. 

The best things in these plays and in Wilde's 
other writings are contained in “Oscar Wilde, His 
Life and Wit,” by Heskith Pearson, published in 
1946 by Harper & Brothers. With Mr. Pearson's 


permission we quote the examples given in this 


article. 

“IT can resist everything except temptation.” 

“Nowadays to be intelligible is to be found out.” 

“A cynic is a man who knows the price of 
everything, and the value of nothing.” 

“The world.is packed with good women. To 
know them is a middle class education.” 

“Nothing looks so like imnocence as an indis- 
cretion.” 

“Nature’s gentlemen are the worst type of 
gentlemen.” 

Wilde is known too exclusively by such quota- 
tions as these. They are not far above wisecracks, 
They are terribly easy for would-be wits to

imitate. They share with us no knowledge 
of life, or only a superficial a 
with it. 

The great Oscar Wilde, original, even eccentric, 
but deeply provocative, is in sentences like these, 
picked out for comment by Desmond MacCarthy: 

“One is absolutely sickened, not by the crimes 


that the wicked have committed, but by the pun- 


ishments that the good have inflicted 

“Man is least himself when he talks in his own 
person. Give him a mask and he will tell you 
‘the truth.” 

“Conscience must be merged in instjnct before 
we become fine.” 

It has been said that the philosophy of Freud 
was anticipated by Wilde in the statement that 
“Every impulse we strive to strangle broods in the 
mind and poisons us.” But the less important 
aspect of Wilde’s wit, which is not at all the same 
thing as Freud’s doctrine, appears in the too-much 
quoted comment, “The only way to get rid of a 
temptation is to yield to it.” 

Here, by way of contrast, are some famous 
Wilde sayings which would do credit to any 
serious philosopher— if: the serious philosopher 
happens to be a brilliant talker as well as a deep 
thinker: 

“The sentimentalist is always a cynic at heart. 
Indeed, sentimentality is merely the bank holiday 
of cynicism.” 

“Each class preaches the importance of those 
virtues it need not exercise. The rich harp on the 
value of thrift. The idle grow eloquent over the 
dignity of labor.” 

With a little practice we distinguish quickly 
' between Wilde’s brilliant but superficial sallies, 
which usually comment on the ordinary social 
behavior of men and women—and his really pro- 
found observations of human nature. ‘The super- 
ficial remarks may produce a laugh; the deeper 
things may cause us to smile because. of their 
verbal felicity, but they also make us think. 

Here is one of the best known of Wilde’s 
superficial Sallies: 

“When a woman marries again, it is because 
she detested her first husband. When a man 
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marries again, it is because he adored his first 
wife. Womendry their buck; men risk theirs.’ 

On the other hand, here are some of Oscar’s 
unforgettable profundities: 

“Young men want to be faithful, and are not; 
old men want to be faithless, and can not.”’ 

“The tragedy of old age is not that one is old, 
but that one is young.” 

“Nothing makes one so vain as being told that 
—" a sinner. Conscience makes egoists of us

said is the least known: 

“Science can never grapple with the irrational. 
Thaf is why it has no future before it in this 
world.” 
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Oscar Wilde, Flower ia Hand, a Pose Familiar to Those Who

HE day, Dec. 7, 1947, had a special significance 

for thousands of Americans in Paris. It 

was the anniversary of the Japanese attack 
on Pear] Harbor; the attack that had plunged their 
country into war, put them in uniform and sent 
them to the far places of the world. 

“Where were you and what were you doing six 
years ago today?” they asked one another as they 
met on the Champs Elysees. “And when are you 
going home? ‘To God’s country?” 

If the voices carried into the ornate bed 
chamber of the pretentious house in the Rue 
Francois Premier, the weary woman lying motion- 
less under the eiderdown gave no sign. Home? 
America? They were empty words to Mrs. Alice 
Troth Drexel. | 

She had said good-by to Philadelphia, New 
York and the land of her birth a quarter of a 
century earlier, embittered because she, a dictator 
of New York City and Newport society, hadn't 
been able to dominate her own children. 

At 82, she lay on her deathbed in her adopted 
country, alone with her memories and the jeweis 
that had won her the title of thé Turquoise Lady. 
Even the invading Germans had ignored he! 
presence in Paris. 

When she died, on Dec. 7 of last year, mem. 
bers of the American @lony had trouble placing 
her; a circumstanee that would have been a 
final, crushing blow to the imperious woman 
who spent $200,000 a season for entertainment at 
Newport and New York. 

Eligible young men of Philadelphia, cluttering 
up the front porch of the William Penn Troth 
home while Alice was still in her early teens, didn’t 
call her imperious.

ALICE sized up her formidable antagonists, de- 
cided the odds were against her, and recalled 
the sage advice: 

“If you can’t whip them, join them.” 

She joined the triumvirate, made it into the 
Big Four by employing a strategic campaign that 
had the Mmes. Belmont, Fish and Oelrichs beam- 
ing on her before they realized they had let down 
the barriers. ~ 

For one thing, Alice Troth Drexel-was a charm- 
ing and talented hostess, given the proper setting. 
Husband John teek care of the setting. Ata cost 
of ,000, he built her a white marble mansion 
right off Fifth Ave. on East 62nd St. It was 
a showplace without being gaudy and New York’s 
400, so to speak, wore a path to its carved doors.

That left the issue squarely up to the only 
daughter, Alice, who had inherited her mother’s 
beauty but not her flashing eyes—-or ambitions. 

Young Alice, though painfully -.shy, had 
a will of her own and she exerted it after a 
long period of domination by her mother. After 
ajflight from home and subsequent reunion, she 
won the right to open her mail and attend the 
opera when she pleased. 

“I'm going to marry the first man that comes 
along,” she confided to friends. “So I can get 
happiness, and release.” 

The release came suddenly and sensationally in 
1919 when daughter Alice, scorning the society 
page, landed the name of Drexel on the front 
pages of New York newspapers.

MOST of my life I have been a Rationalist, 
and for part of it a prominent one. For years 
my mame regularly appeared with those of 

H. G. Wells, Bertrand Russell, and Aldous Huxley, 
as a derider of religion, a mis-leader of youth, and 
an enemy of the Church...“God, the Devil, and 
Mr. Joad,” was the title of a sermon preached in 
a London church recently. 

As a Rationalist I heid that every belief should 
be called to the bar of reason and there made to 
give an account of itself. In the absence of a 
satisfactory account it must be rejected: For there 
were no sach things as mysteries; there was only 
insufficient knowledge which caused things to 
appear mysterious. When the causation of iight- 
ning and thunder was unknown, we attributed 
them to demons. Now that science has revealed 
it, we no longer find that hypothesis necessary.

cause. But all things, I held, are theoretically dis- 


coverable by reason, and when the universe had. 


ceased to be mysterious, God would go to the 
scrap-heap of man’s discarded superstitions.

another organism, the superman, designed to carry 
life to a higher level of achievement. 

But the Life Force was not God; it was just 
the sum total of all things which had life. It was 
the force which made the wheels of the world go 
round; it was not something outside the world. 
Consequently, when the world went smash or ran 
down, God would go down with it. 

My Life Force creed was also a little in- 
adequate on the moral side. Sin and evil I dis- 
missed as the incidental accompaniments of man’s 
imperfect development. 

Then came the war, and the existence of evil 
made its impact upon me as a positive and obtru- 
sive fact. All my life it had been staring me in 
the face; now it hit me in the face. 

I am not seeking to pretend that this belated 
recognition of evil constituted anything which can 
be called an argument. I am merely explaining 
how the realization came to me. Of course, to one 
who had taken human history seriously the fact 
of evil should always have been obvious. 

For what, after all, is human history but a 
story of battles, sieges, massacres, murders, tor- 
tures, persecution and arson—a record, as Gibbon 
points out, of “the crimes, follies, and misfortunes 
of mankind?” And this long roll of grievous 
events has been imscribed by deep seated elements 
in human nature of which it is the outcome—by 
the pride, self-interest, envy, ambition and cruelty 
of successive generations of human beings.

German nobleman in a duel, an ambulance driver

N THE same day that one newspaper exposed 
him as a Brooklyn pants presser, another pub- 

lication solemnly traced his ancestry back to 1365 
and erroneously added that Prince Michael spoke 
six languages fluently. (His more intimate friends 
say that he has barely enough French to abuse a 
wine steward.) 

Mike himself switehes on and off the disguise 
as he entertaims in his smart,and successful Holly- 
wood establishment. 

“I have diseovered that I have been in error,” 
he recently d a friend. 

“The ro blood of the Russian Romanoffs 
does not coupse through my veins. My only con- 
solation is néw I have a ear, a valet, three months 
rent paid in advance, and a good checking account. 
Like any peasant! And .can you imagine in my 
restaurant I can now sign the tab and no questions 
are asked. Ah, what wonderful country this is!” 

However, be not dismayed that Prince Mike 
has gone soft. , 

“One is permitted to be anything one choosed,” 
he defends. 

“If I choose to regard myself as royalty, as 
long as I ask nothing on the strength of it, who 
is to say I am an impostor?” 

After 20 years of scrapping with immigra- 
tion authorities and matching wits with various 
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and sundry police around the world, it was in 1940 
that Mike headed for the Pacific Coast. 

He stopped in New Orleans to sample the 
dishes or one of the most celebrated restaurants 
and decided the food did not justify the reputa- 
tion. Progressing westward, he thought about 
the food situation on the coast and decided to do 
something about it by opening a fine restaurant. 


LJFON his arrival in Hollywood, he proposed the 
idea to his friends, friends who had stood with 
him through the years of tribulations—and many 
trials, many of them in courtrooms. 

A corporation was formed by 90 stockholders 
with such names as John Hay Whitney, Joseph 
Schenck, Darryl Zanuck among them and the late 
Robert Benchley as chairman. Six months after 
the restaurant opened, their total investment of 
$7,000 brought dividends of 18 cents per share. 
Most -stockholders framed their checks, still con- 
sidering the venture something of a lark. 

They reckoned without Mike, however, because 
he was a natural. He had one of the world’s most 
cultivated palates, trained in the best dining 
rooms of London, Paris, New York, Montreal, and 
even perhaps at St. Petersburg. (Whether or not 
he was ever actually in Russian territory has never 
been settled.) He drank only the finest wines and 
his knowledge of service was unexcelled, his 
charm as a host, unique. 

His restaurant in fashionable Beverly Hills 
has been twice expanded to seat 150 patrons 
served by nearly 100 employes. In furnishing the 
place, Mike chose a pleasant, tasteful decor, which 
he describes as “Early Romanoff.” 

No dance band shatters ‘the club-like atmos- 
phere. Mike maintains that his guests come to 
dine, wine and talk, not to dance. His formula 
seems to be the right one, for in a town of 
extremely fickle tastes toward restaurants, this 
year his restaurant, a favorite gathering place, 
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kitchen, examines the meats to determine whether 
they are the choice cuts that he purchased; checks 
the wine cellar to see about replenishing certain 
vintages and chides the help if necessary. 

At noon, Mike discards the swagger stick and 
demoécratically acts as urbane host to the pressing 
luncheon crowds. He flits from table to table, 
exchanging greetings, keeping a weather eye on 
the service and the food. The cuisine is predomi- 
nately French. 

“I, a Romanoff, like it best,” he says with 
finality. “And it is the best.” 


jN THE middle of the afternoon, Mike leaves for 

an hour or two before returning for his own 
dinner at 6. He likes to sit down to a portion of 
genuine Russian Beluga Caviar ($4), followed by 
a Royal Squab ($3.50), with artichoke Romanoff 
($1) and a dessert of Cherries Jubilee ($2). 

He still sports his walking stick and smokes 
his favorite English brand tobacco. As he did in 
his salad days, he sometimes wears his blue 
blazer, the buttons of which are gold rubles. 

Romanoff’s charge account business runs as 
high as $50,000 a month. Mike is lenient to those 
whose eychequers are temporarily empty, but he 
will not. hesitate to bring the law down on affluent 
patrons who abuse the privilege of credit.

Mike as an impostor. Prince Mike and the rest of 
the world were mildly amused at this news, 
which was about as startling as a prediction of 
tomorrow’s Sunrise. The prince was even more 
amused when he was invited to the wedding 
reception apd the columnist was asked not to 
come. Snapshots ot the event showed Mike stand- 
ing next to the Duke of Windsor. 

But there were days when Romanoff did not 
attend weddings of this society level. There were 
dark days, dark days in dank prisons, Ellis Island, 
French jails, cattle boats. 

Ajl the while, the instincts of the little man 
from nowhere rebelled against a dull and un- 
inspired destiny. 

Having discovered his natural aptitude for 
cultivating royal tastes and manners, he set out 
to learn how to dress and speak convincingly. 

He became so well acquainted with the value 
of faultless tailoring that his clothes soon bore 
and still bear—-the stamp of Bond Street and 
Saville Row. During his pursuit of the classics 
at Oxford, either as student (as he says) or valet 
(as others says) he acquired the rich, unaffected 
but perhaps a little baggy English accent. 

His professed terms at Eton, Cambridge and 
Heidelberg are unconfirmed. Yet former students 
at those seats of learriing have found Mike as 
conversant as any old grad could be.

Because he usually traveled without tickets, 
passports or funds, Mike was in a lot of trouble 
in the mid-twenties and early thirties.

Old timers in the Tombs still remember him 
with awe as the only inmate in their memory who 
treated the guards with a sweet condescension, 
and carried a polished walking cane.

AKEFIELD, England, was put on the 
map by the Vicar but it’s being kept on 
by the Slicker. | 

Readers of Oliver Goldsmith know all about 
the Vicar. Followers of Keats—Fred, the turf 
writer, that is—don’t have to be told that the 
Slicker is Johnny Longden, a native of the same 
town immortalized by the story about the parson. 

Whereas the Vicar rode to fame on the printed 
word, the Slicker galloped to glory on the backs 
of thoroughbreds. Only Gordon Richards, another 
Englishman, has ridden more winners than Wake- 
field’s wandering boy, Johnny. Since he left his 
native land in childhood, Longden has covered a 
heap of territory by means of the transportation 
facilities of the Vicar’s day. 

On April 23, at Bay Meadows race track in San 
Mateo, Calif.. Longden rode a plater named Bub 
under the wire in the fourth race for the 3,000th 
victory of his career:. On the same day, Richards 
kicked home his 3,508th winner in England. 

What does Longden have to show for the life- 
time he has spent in a game that you can’t beat? 
He has a million bucks, a mansion in Arcadia, 
Calif., and a 500-acre ranch in Nevada. With 
thrift that is rare among jockeys, the Slicker 
has held onto his turf earnings, invested them 
wisely and could buy and sell thousands of 
horse players who were well-to-do when he started 
out with nothing but a strong pair of hands and 
a way with horses. 

It was 21 years ago that Johnny, a bald- 
ing, wizened gnome at 38, started his professional 
riding career at Salt Lake City’s Lagoon Park, 
then in charge of William P. Kyne. There was 
poetic justice, therefore, in the fact that Longden 
rode his 3,000th winner at Bay Meadows of which 
Mr. Kyne became the general manager. 

Son of an English coal miner, Johnny arrived 
in Canada as a lad and was brought up in Winni- 
peg and Calgary. In the latter city, he became 
one of Canada’s best Roman riders when he was a 
high school boy. A Roman rider straddles a pair 
of horses running abreast. 

Percy Pike, who discovered Don Meade and 
Wayne Wright, induced Longden to go to Salt 
Lake City in the summer of 1927 and try riding 
in the saddle for a change. The midget had 16

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mounts at Lagoon Park and won one race. He 
returned to Calgary High School in the fall but 
was back in the saddle again when school closed. 

Sleepy Armstrong bought Longden’s contract 
and taught Johnny the art of getting away on 
top and staying out in front. 

A rough rider, noted for the chances he takes, 
Johnny has had both legs broken, one shoulder 
and his spine fractured, one of his feet smashed 
and has also had a concussion of the brain. His 
wife, Hazel, a beautiful blonde who stood head 
and shoulders over him, never worried about 
Johnny because her father was Al Tarn, the noted 
trainer, and she was thus inured to turf dangers. 

Longden, who married Hazel seven years ago, 
has a four-year-old son, Eric, and a one-year-old 
daughter by her, and also has an 18-year-old son, 
Vance, by a former marriage. 

Johnny, the only jockey owning a plane, was 
flown to riding engagements. by his pilot. 

Since 1938, Longden has been riding for Mrs. 
John D. Hertz, who pays him a retainer of $1,000. 
The greatest horse Longden ever rode was Count 
Fleet, Mrs. Hertz’s triple-crown winner of 1943. 


The world’s richest jockey had no trouble keep- 
ing to riding weight of 113 pounds, thanks to his 
midget frame, and his arduous dally routine. 

Johnny, viding for the public stable of Willie 
Molter, a leadingstrainer, could get all the mounts 
he wanted. Because racings fans knew Longden 
as absolutely honest, they swore by instead of at 
him. 

In California last winter, Longden rode in three 
$100,000 races. He lost the Maturity Stakes by a 
neck, on Earl Strice. Riding On Trust, he was 
nosed out of the Santa Anita Handicap, but won 
the Santa Anita Derby with Salmagundi. 

His purses last year totalled $1,304,025—of 
which he collected 10 per cent. By the time these 
lines appear in print, his earnings probably will 
have passed the $7,000,000 mark, as they had 
reached $6,942,540 when he rode his 3,000th winner. 

The 3,000 mark was Longden’s goal and he 
often said he’d hang up his tack when he reached 
it, but he had no intentions of quitting. Maybe 
it’s Richards’ mark that keeps his interest alive. 

Gordon, like Johnny, the son of a miner, is 
44 years old, and his best record for a year is 
about 260 winners. Longden booted home 316 
winners last season, but the record of 388, set by 
Walter Miller in 1906, is another mark for Long- 
den to shoot at and thus maintain his interest. 

One of Longden’s closest calls was at Jamaica 
in 1944 when a piece of wind-blown paper fright- 
ened his mount, causing him to crash into Eddie 
Arcaro’s horse. Longden was pitched over the 
rail and landed head first but unhurt on the turf. 

Jockeys who tried to take liberties with Long- 
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den found it didn’t pay. He and Charley Wells en- 
gaged in a savage duel with their bats, as they 
rode flank to flank at Arlington Park one day in 
1939. Longden lost by a nose, was fined $100 and 
set down for five days. 

In 1942, when Longden was in a slump at 
Aqueduct, telephoned threats warned that he 
would be “picked. off’ by a sharpshooter with a 
high-powered rifle as he rode that afternoon. 

No leaden persuaders urged on Longden that 
afternoon but he had a triple, one of them a 
$125.50 special and another that paid $19.50. 

The odds would favor Longden if he did.stick 
it out until he passed Richards’ mark. Six years 
younger than the English champ, he has a year- 
round racing season and could get more mounts 
than his rival. 

To speed him on his chase after Gordon, Long- 
den has a potent good luck emblem. The day 
Johnny rode his 3,000th winner, Joe Cooper, one 
of the oldest trainers in America, gave him a red 
turtle-necked sweater once worn by the immortal 
American jockey, Tod Sloan, who a decade before 
Longden was born was being toasted by English 
turf enthusiasts just as fervently as Johnny is 
now being hailed by Yankee Doodle dandies. 

If justice is done to Tod’s sweater, Johnny will 
make Gordon Richards see red yet.

EVEN-YEAR-OLD Lucia Chase approached 

her father that day in 1908 and curtsied 

deferentially. “Father,” she said primly, 
“I want to produce a play.” 

Irving Hall Chase, banker, industrialist, lead- 
ing Waterbury, Conn., citizén and on his way to 
being one of the wealthiest men in the state, 
looked at the third of his five daughters as 
though she had just announced her presidential 
candidacy. 

“A what, Lucia?” he asked, not sure he haa 
heard aright. 

“A play, Father. You know... just the 
children in the neighborhood .. .” 

“Well, now,” Pater Chase hedged. 
eh? Whatever gave you that idea?” 

Lucia, her eyes sparkling, shrugged. “I love 
plays,” she enthused. “I love acting ... and 
dancing . . . and things like that . .. ever since 
I can remember.”’ 

“Will your sisters be in it?’ Chase asked. 
Lucia shook her head. “No. They don’t want 
to. But I'll find a cast.” 

Chase patted his daughter’s head. 
it shall be,” he decreed. “Good luck.” 

Lucia had her play that year, and there were 
other plays in the years following, so many 
that they remained a source of wonder to her 
dad. At 90 and many times a millionaire via 
the clock and brass industries, the famous bal- 
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lerina’s father recently recalled with awe his 
daughter’s early theatrical bent. 

“I don’t know where she got it,” he said 
frankly. “None of the family had it and, as 
far as I know, none of our forebears. It must 
have gathered along the way and all been 
dumped into Lucia’s lap. I never opposed her, 
but I always wondered where she got the urze.’’ 

The blue-eyed, twinkling-toed, youngish- 
looking Lucia recently reached her 47th birth- 
day. Premier ballerina of her own company, 
Ballet Theatre, she was as light on her feet as 
the day 25 years ago when she took up dancing. 

Nothing Lucia Chase does would let you know 
that she’s a social registrite multi-millionairess 
who has sunk more than $1,600,000 in backing a 
project instrumental in bringing ballet within 
reach of all through popular prices. 

For Lucia, born with a‘silver spoon in her 
mouth, never let it bother her. While her four 
sisters pursued their social careers, Lucia 
shunned the pallid prospect of being a ballroom 
belle. She considered her family’s wealth a 
,means rather than an end. ; 

She moved from Waterbury to New York 
City in 1923 and took up ballet and dramatics. 
In 1929, at the age of 28, she married Thomas 
Ewing, Jr., one of Gotham’s richest bachelors, 
who had inherited $19,500,000 from his uncle, 
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It Was a Great Day for Culture When 
Lucia Chase Decided to Devote 
Talents and Her 
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Alexander Smith Cochran, 
a manufacturer. 

For the next four years Lucia was supremely 
happy. She became the mother of two sons, 
Thomas and Alexander. She continued her act- 
ing and dancing studies. Then, in 1933, tragedy 
struck. Ewing died suddenly. He left Lucia his 
entire fortune. She assuaged her grief by study- 
ing her first love harder than ever. 

One day she dropped into New York City’s 
Junior League quarters for lunch. She ran 
smack into a husky, middle-aged man rehearsing 
a group of debutantes. He looked Lucia over. 

“Aha! Anothair one!” shouted the stranger 
in a heavy foreign accent. ‘But not sooch a bad 
one. The walk-—it is good—it is fine! Maybe I 
teach this one something about the ballet.” 

The man was Michail Mordkin. 

Lucia really learned to dance under Mordkin. 
She starred in his ballet and achieved consider- 
able renown. But that was not enough. She felt 
the old, established classical ballet had fallen 
behind the times, was not patterning itself to 
popular taste. 

In the latter part of 1939 she formed Ballet 
Theatre, with herself as sole stockholder. She 
set a $2 top price to attract a larger audience. 
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The Twinkling

She commissioned ‘leading choreographers — 
Agnes DeMille, Antony Tudor, Oliver Smith, 
Jerome Robbins to design new ballets with 
American backgrounds. | 

Her venture was an artistic success from 
the start, but, ballet being short on mass appeal, 
it was not profitable. Lucia footed the losses. 

During the war years she and her company 
of 23 boys and 23 girls toured the country in 
buses or musty day coaches, unable to get Pull- 
man reservations. Some tours entailed covering 
85 cities in five months. When tempers wore 
thin it was Lucia who encouraged, cajoled, en- 
treated, kept her flock on an even keel. 

Nora Kaye, who started with Lucia as a “line 
girl’ and became a co-starring ballerina, had 
this to say of Ballet Theatre’s backer: 

“She is kind and sympathetic and watches 
over her little brood like a mother hen. Any 
one of our problems is her problem. One year 
[ roomed with her on tour. She’s an early riser 
and I’m not. Every morning she'd tiptoe around 
for an hour gr so for fear she’d wake me. 

‘‘She’s acted as bridesmaid at her girls’ wed- 
dings. She sees they don’t stay out too late, 
helps them in any way they need help. She's 
the ‘Angel of the Ballet’ in more ways than one,”’ 

Recently Lucia organized Ballet Theatre 
Foundation, Inc., a plan designed to raise out- 
side funds for maintenance of Ballet Theatre. 
At the time she said she felt the company had 
been identified too long as hers and hers alone. 

“It belongs to the public,” she explained. 

The little girl who had a dream that even 
wealth couldn’t destroy has seen it grow into 
glorious reality.

*gF PERKY, wax-mustached Jean Paul Ferne! had 
really made the discoveries he proclaimed, 

people would have bowed in homage to him in 
the street. His name would be spoken now only 
in the hushed tones of reverence. 

It was his contention that he had perfected the 
formulas to bring true two of mankind’s wildest 
hopes. He had an elixir of youth and a food for 
the brain. 

Through him, he implied, all the world could 
have new years for old, and a clarity of mind to 
use them wisely. 

The truth is, however, that he did not have 
youth’s secret nor a nourishment for the brain. 
What he did have was a medical education, a 
penchant for promoting absurdly misrepresented 
nostrums, and as cunning a way of evading the 
law as the Federal Government has encountered 
in a long time. 

For years, he walked cock-surely down the big 
streets of the big cities—New York, San Francisco, 
Chicago, Detroit. He was glib and bankrolled and 
free, while from coast to coast hopeful people, and 
worried people, and frantic people swallowed not 
only his youth concoction and brain food, but at 
times a score of other compounds, equally costly, 
equally vain. 

Some fakers hit on best sellers in nostrums by 
luck, and bungle along to fortune. Others believe 
fanatically in their machine or bottle. Fernel was 
different. 

Of all the medical hucksters of our genera- 
tion, he was the slicker. He was the fox. His 
mission seems to have been to raise hope and 
leave despair. 


OW, at last, that is over. The Federal Govern- 

ment caught up witk him. The brain food was 
described in court as mostly a common clover-like 
plant of the bean family. The secret of youth was 
shown to be a mixture of drug store supplies as 
common as iodine or ammonia. 

In the Federal Food and Drug Administration 
he finally met more than his equal. 

To the inglorious end of his career he came by a 
strange and tortuous way, and it took him half a 
lifetime. He was born in Italy, Giovanni Furno. 
When he was 10 years old he was brought to this 
country. He was graduated by the Illinois College 
of Medicine in 1911, and licensed as a physician. 

At that moment, with a career beckoning, his 
adopted country before him, he reached a cross- 
roads, and he took the wrong turn. 

He first came to the attention of the American 
Medical Association not as a young practitioner 
hanging out his shingle. Instead, in pamphlets, 
he was promoting himself as a healer. They 
fluttered on the doorsteps of Detroit and their 
message was delivered in six languages. 

“Are You Sick?” That was the heading. Then 
this text, as persuasive as the nimble-witted Ferne] 
himself: 

“My methods are different from others! 

“I want your confidence. I want you to tell 
me your troubles in your own language and then 
let me show you what I can do. 

“My offices are among the finest in this 
country and contain many wonderful machines 
and scientific inventions.” 

This is the sort of thing that sickens ethical 
medical men, and it was only an indication of the 
turn in the road Fernel had taken. 


H* HAD an agile mind. There was no doubt of 
that. But he couldn’t go the long, hard, ethical 
way to success. One short cut led to another, and 
presently he was in business, not in a profession. 
His business was one medicine after another. 

He had a court change his name from Giovanni 
Furno to Jean Paul Fernel. He lost his medical 
license. It didn’t matter. His business flourished. 
He had the brain food, and the medicine to restore 
youth, and he gave diet advice, and he prospered. 

He didn’t count, however, on the perseverence 
and ingenuity of the-Food and Drug agents. They 
were out to nail him on the one charge which 
they can make in cases involving the sale of mis- 
represented medicine. That charge is the mis- 
branding of an article sold across a state line. 

They scrutinized the Ferne] labels. They traced 
sales and interviewed the ultimate consumers, 
and they found, as they had been certain they 
would find, that the claims made for products 
were far from being borne out by the patients’ 
experience. 

Then, in Chicago in 1943, they pounced. They 
accused the chipper “doctor” of making unjusti- 
fied claims for six preparations. 

In court’ it was charged the “Endocrine Re- 
juvenation Food,” offered as something like an 
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The Older Ones Wanted the "Revitaliz- 
ing" Secret. The Younger Ones Asked 
for Plumper Figures, Softer Curves. 
The Doctor Reassured Them. 


elixir of youth, was useless for the purpose 
mentioned, containing salt and a vague glandular 
material. 

The “Nerve and Brain Food” was described as 
95 per cent alfalfa, and when Judge Philip L. 
Sullivan heard that, he sat bolt upright. 

“You mean the stuff they feed to horses?” he 
asked. 

“Yes, Your Honor,” Assistant State’s Attorney 
Richard G. Finn assured him. 

“Thymus Arthritis Treatment,” offered by 
Fernel, actually would aggravate arthritis cases, 
since Fernel advocated liberal use of salt, testified 
Dr. David E. Markson, in charge of the arthritis 
clinic at Northwestern University Medical School. 

Supporting his testimony, Carrie Henderson, 
67, of Los Angeles, swore that she had used the 
product for arthritis and her arthritis was as 
severe as ever. 


NE other product came in for particular de- 

nunciation. 

In promoting it, Fernel, according to the 
prosecution, had offered it as a means of develop- 
ing feminine attractiveness. 

In his Beauty and Health News, a magazine 
established to promote the medicines, Fernel 
extolled the treatment. 

He implied that his preparation would enable 
its users to acquire youthful beauty, and his pro- 
motion was so persuasive that many trusting 
women had made purchases. 

They weren’t all persons of little understand- 
ing, either. Among them were intelligent and 
educated women. 

One of them, Mrs. Lucille F. Moody, 42, a 
school teacher of Bartow, Fla., had been so 
discouraged with the results of the treatment that 
she volunteered her story to Federal agents, and 
in court she braved the eyes of spectators and 
told it to the judge. 

She had grown interested in the preparation 
hefore her marriage, she said. She had wanted 
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to appear more attractive to the man she loved. 

“T was thin at the time and I thought this 
preparation would help me,” she testified. 

“What did you do?” the Assistant U. S. Attor- 
ney asked. 

“IT bought two packages of 200 capsules each 
through the mail from Dr. Fernel’s office in Chi- 
cago,” Mrs. Moody told the court. 

“Did you take them?” 

“I followed the directions. I took two pills 
after each meal and before going to bed.” 

“What was the result?” 

“There wasn’t any.” 

The defense attorney then had his turn. He 
sought to break down Mrs. Moody’s testimony. 

“How did you know that you weren’t helped 
by the medicine?” he demanded. 

Mrs. Moody’s voice did not quaver. 
ing,” she said. P 

After that, Dr. Willard O. Thompson, then as- 
sociate professor of medicine at the University 


“By look- 


of Illinois College of Medicine, testified that he 


knew of no food that would act in accordance 
with Fernel’s claims. 

The Fernel product, it was brought out, con- 
tained some moisture, common salt, magnesium 
and an unidentified glandular substance. 

As for the “Nerve and Brain Food,” medical 
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authorities described it as being equally useless. 

The University of Chicago’s great physiologist, 
Professor Anton J. Carlson, when asked what it 
would do for the mind and nervous system, testi- 
fied brusquely: 

“It would have no more effect than a fly speck 
on the Wrigley Building.” 

The court found Fernel guilty, fined him $500 
and gave him a year in prison: 

Characteristically, the “doctor” took it in his 
stride. He appealed the case to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, and he lost again. But 
by that time, in 1944, his mounting difficulties had 
grown so great that the higher court granted a 
stay of sentence pending the outcome of a new 
charge brought against him by the Government. 

After the trial of the first case, the Food and 
Drug Administration found he had calmly gone 
on selling fake products. Once more the agents 
rounded up evidence. United States marshals, 
with a warrant, went to his apartment, got him 
out of bed, and took him away. 

This time the accusations were even more 
extensive. They covered the sale of a long list of 
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“revitalizing” nostrums, all alleged to have been 
misbranded, and all with names as fancy as any 
the “doctor” had ever devised. 

There were, for example, Slenda Creme, Vital- 
gen, Fernel Obesine No. 1, Endogene, Slimming 
T-Ade, Nedra, Carduus Compound, Goat Milk 
Capsules, Linol, Neo Serum Solution, Organic 
Marine Substance, Fernel Intestinal Normalizer, 
and Silica Compound. 


HE tenor of Fernel’s message in most instances 
was that lost beauty can be recovered and that 
waning vitality can be renewed. 

Again, as in the earlier trial, Dr. Carlson testi- 
fied, and in discussing a “rejuvenating” con- 
coction, said: . 

“The clock doesn’t turn back in biology. It 
may go faster or slower, depending on the extent 
of individual folly, ignorance or excesses — but 
never back.” 

Fernel, as might have been expected, had a 
“wonderful compound” to help reduce the human 
figure as well as one to develop it. The reducing 
balm was Slenda Creme, and Dr. Minnie O. Perl- 
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Morris Fishbein, M. D. 


stein, assistant professor of dermatology at the 
University of Illinois, had this to say of it on the 
witness stand: 

“It contains ammonia carbonate and will irri- 
tate the skin, but it won’t even get down to the 
fat, much less take it away.” 

If this disturbed the small-mustachioed defen- 
dant, his beady eyes behind thick lenses did not 
show it. He gently smoothed back the receding 
hair from his forehead. 

Yet the witnesses came on, and on, doctors, 
lawyers, housewives, businessmen, for the Fernel 
remedies had been proclaimed as effective in 500 
ailments. 

Twenty-one charges of Food and Drug Act vio- 
lations were up for decision. 

“They are shot gun medicines,” said Dr. Wil- 
lard O.*Thompson, an authority on the subject. 

One in particular was singled out by Dr. Harry 
C. Rolnick, associate professor of urology at 
Northwestern University’s Medical School. It was 
a concoction promoted as an aid in subacute 
and chronic prostatitis. 

“For that serious condition,” said Dr. Rolnick, 
“the medicine is about as effective as spitting 
in the Mississippi River.” 


OST of the seven women and five men—the 

jury—smiled then, but the case in its entirety 
was no smiling matter. When the jury went out, 
it stayed only 59 minutes. When it came back, 
its verdict was guilty on 21 charges of -Food and 
Drug Act violation. 

Fernel tried to smile, and this time he could 
not do it. He opened his mouth and there was 
only a slit in his face. His eyes were wide and 
fearful behind the thick lenses. 

The old jauntiness was gone. He was, indeed, 
as people had been saying, “Ol’ Doc Fernel,” now 
past middle age, an outcast and disgraced, and he 
sighed in relief when Judge Michael L. Igoe said 
he would postpone sentence, 

The judge, before passing the sentence, could 
consider only the evidence and the verdict, of 
course, but the Food and Drug people and the 
American Medical Association kept in mind not 
only the 21 charges proven, but all the strange 
and shady life of the man who had been given a 
chance—away back at the crossroads—to become, 
gradually, a competent physician. 

There was nothing in it that could reasonably 
cry for mercy. A fraud order against the 
“doctor” had been issued by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral before the Food and Drug Administration 
came to grips with him. 

He had for some time promoted himself as an 
eminent plastic surgeon—and had faced charges 
of botching an operation so horribly that a New 
England spinster had been permanently disfigured 
(although in court he won the case). 

Three times he had been married, and now he 
was alone. From his first step down to the end, 
it appeared, the wrong road had served him il. 
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All that, Judge Igoe kept outside his mind. 
‘He concentrated on the evil which witnesses had 
made clear. He remembered that when the verdict 
of guilty had been brought in, he had told the 
jurors: 

“No intelligent jury could have reached any 
other decision.” . 

On Dec. 29, 1944, the judge reached his own 
decision. “Ol’ Doc Fernel”’ was brought into court. 
His lips were twitching and his eyes downcast. 
He seemed to Sag. 

Judge Igoe spoke. The sentence, he said, was 
three years in prison. 

“Ol’ Doc Fernel” didn’t look up. He walked 
out slowly, and he was taken to the Federal Cor- 
rectional Institution at Milan, Mich. 

There, with the usual time off for good be- 
havior, he served his term (his one-year sentence 
on the first conviction running concurrently) and 
on April 4, 1947 he was released—-free again to 
make a choice of roads, the wrong one or the 
right one. °

@) C. D. Bishop saw a young fel- 
3 low sprinting to catch the 
trackiess trolley. Bishop grinned and 
slowed down. No point in making 
the youth kill himself running, he 
thought, especially since he had to 
cross the railroad tracks that ran by 
the trolley’s route. 

A few seconds later, the tall young 
Atlanta, Ga. trolley operator glanced 
over again to see how his prospective 
customer was doing. What he saw 
made him grab the hand brake and 
pull it as hard as he could. 

The youth had tripped and was 
lying unconscious on the tracks.

Bishop was out of his trolley like 
a flash. He raced across the railroad 
tracks and got to the fallen youth 
only seconds before the streamliner. 

The train missed both by inches.

tion, the handsome 24-year old motor- 
mat was nominated for the Carnegie 
Foundation’s hero medal by Ralph 
McGill, editor of the Atlanta Consti- 
tution, and Lockwood Doty, Director 
of News, Radio Station WCON. The 
rescued boy was Leonard Harris, 18, 
a high school senior. 

Bishop’s brave act was only one 
of a long roster of heroic deeds per- 
formed by transit employes. 

In 1945 Michael Considine, a New 
York City subway conductor, was 
standing on a crowded subway plat- 
form at 168th Street when there was 
a violent stir near by. 

From the waiting throng there 
suddenly leaped a man brandishing a 
knife. His eyes were wild and he 
stabbed right and left. Within a few 
seconds the demented man stood in a 
cleared circle, threatening the crowd. 

Though unarmed, Considine moved 
in. He lunged at the knife-wielder, 
seeking to floor him. He received 
several heavy blows and the knife 
ripped his flesh open. He came back 
for more, time after time. Finally, by 
sheer doggedness, Considine subdued 
his crazed opponent. . 

Considine was badly hurt, but he’d 
saved many innocent people. 

Edward J. Leahy, conductor on a 
New York subway train, had to weigh 
several factors in an emergency. 

His train, a local, went through 
two stations without stopping. Some- 


thing was wrong, but what, and 
what should he do about it? 

Pull the emergency cord and stop 
the train with a jolt? That would 
surely throw many of the standing 
passengers to the floor and cause a 
panic. Leahy decided against it. A 
former motorman himself, he thought 
he’d better investigate. He went 
quickly to the front of the train, four 
cars away, and opened the door to 
the motorman’s booth. 

_He found the motorman, Joseph 
E. Busher, unconscious and slumped 
over the controls as the train tore 
blindly along the underground tracks. 
Victim of a paralytic stroke on the 
left side, Busher’s left hand had 
tightened over the emergency button 
instead of releasing it. 

Leahy quickly lifted the uncon- 
scious man aside and brought the 
train smoothly into the station, where 
Busher was carried out of the train 
and sent, still unconscious, to the hos- 
pital. Leahy was commended by offi- 
cials of the Board of Transportation. 

Despite the many safety precau- 
tions of New York’s underground rail- 
way system accidents do happen. 
Thomas P. Burke, a trainmaster, was 
standing at the head end of a train 
when he saw a man fall to the track 
directly in front of him. 

Burke was out and down on the 
tracks almost as soon as the train 
stopped. The man lay between the 
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rails, bleeding from severed arteries 
in both legs. Whipping off a piece 
of loose wire that luckily dangled 
from the front of the train, Burke 
made a tourniquet for one leg. 

Doctors told Burke he had prob- 
ably saved the man’s life. 

Motorman Marvin Biggio’s quick 
thinking had a slightly different ef- 
fect. He was standing on a New York 
subway platform, brake handle in 
hand, when a magn came dashing 
down the steps, followed by two po- 
licemen. Biggio found out later that 
the pursued man was a known crimi- 
nal who had been foiled in a robbery 
on the street above. Cornered, the 
felon puiled a gun. 

Biggio didn’t give the outlaw a 
chance to shoot his way out of the 
trap. One swing of the brake handle, 
and the desperate gunman became 
very peaceful. He was taken away 
in an ambulance. 

Because motormen have to be 
alert, they frequently are able to per- 
form deeds over and above the line of 
duty. Street car Operator H. McOmie 
of Los Angeles noticed a little boy 
getting ready to venture out on a 
boulevard. McOmie knew the child 
was too small to be alone on the 
street, so he stopped the car. 

Sure enough, the little boy had 
strayed from home, and was inno- 
cently preparing to totter out into the 
heavy traffic. A mother’s tears of ' 
gratitude were enough for McOmie. 

Motorman W. H. Langdon, also of 
Los Angeles, has something to show 
for his habit of keeping eyes open on 
the job. Schedule or no schedule, 
Langdon just couldn’t go on when he 
saw a kitten frolicking on the rails 
ahead of the car. The stray is now a 
member of the Langdon household. 

Several years ago in Boston a trol- 
ley man and a clerk teamed up to re- 
vive another employe of the Boston 
Elevated Company who had faller; 
into a coal pocket and been carried 
several yards down the chute. 

Joseph Faceanio, the trolley man, 
jumped in the chute to remove the 
apparently lifeless man. David Y. 
Ross, the clerk, came up and refused 
to believe the man was dead. 

He removed coal dust from the 
man’s mouth, and then gave. him 
artificial respiration, reviving him.

The slab bearing an inscription, presumably 
written by Norsemen exploring what is now 
Minnesota 130 years before Columbus “discov- 
ered” America, was accepted by the Smithsonian 
Institution and displayed in the National Museum 
in Washington, D. C. 

“There igs a very high probability,” Smith- 
sonian experts said, “that the Kensington Stone 
(the historian’s name for the rock) was the des- 
pairing message to posterity of a party of doomed 
white men and Christians who had penetrated 
almost to the center of this continent more than 
a century before the first voyage of Columbus.” 

The message on the stone states clearly that 
these men were Swedes and Norwegians, but it 
took more than 20 years of scientific detective 
work to establish its probable authenticity. 

Chief credit for that detective work went to 
76-year-old Dr. Hjalmar R. Holand of Ephraim, 
Wis., who was a young historian at the time 
Ohman found the Minnesota runestone. 

When Farmer Ohman made his discovery in 
1898, he sent the stone to Dr. O. J. Breda, a 
professor of Scandinavian languages at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, who branded it a fake. 

Still hopeful, Olaf Ohman sent photographs of 
the inscription to several scholars in Europe who

he delved: into every available document that 
would throw light on Viking expeditions. 

The Norsemen settled in Iceland early in their 
wanderings and by 986 were established in Green- 
land. Here the Eskimos and the Norsemen be- 
came competitors for a livelihood and in the 
1340s their antagonism reached a peak. 

As reconstructed from various sources, the 
events leading up to the incident recounted on the 
Minnesota stone were perhaps as follows: * 

In 1354 King Magnus II, ruler of Norway and 
Sweden, was informed that his colonists in Green- 
land were becoming pagans and dispatched a 
missionary party, under the leadership of Paul 
Knutson, to Greenland. 

Knutson learned that 200 colonists. had de- 
parted southwestward across the ocean. 

For seven years Knutson’s party searched 
along what seems to have been eastern North 
America. In 1362, records disclose, his party 
apparently reached the west side of Hudson Bay. 

Here ten men remained on the ship to guard 
it, while 20, including Paul Knutson, went inland. 
It is now thought that they reached a small 
Minnesota island. 

There, according to the reconstruction of the 
story, hostile Indians scalped half of the men, 
while the rest of the party was away. 

Geologists have certified that the field where 
the stone was found actually was part of a lake 
shore in 1362. Mooring stones have been found 
similar to those that existed along the Norwegian 
coast in the 14th century. 

Knutson and his party never were seen again. 

The men left on the ship waited a year and 
then returned to Norway. 

There is a theory that the 200 lost Swede and 
Norwegian colonists eventually met and intermar- 
ried with the Mandan Indians of North Dakota.

declared a pre-Columbian expedition into the very 
heart of America was absurd. 

Farmer Ohman dumped the stone outside of 
his granary. After nine years, word of his strange 
doorstep reached Hjalmar Holand. 

Holand visited the Ohman farm, looked at the 
doorstep and dropped everything he was doing 
to devote his time to studying the inscription. 

His translation, accepted as correct by the 
Smithsonian Institution, is: 

“(We are) eight Goths (Swedes) and 22 Nor- 
wegians on (an) exploration journey from Vine- 
land through (or across) the West. We had camp 
by (a lake with) two skerries (rock islands) one 
day’s journey from this stone. We were out and 
fished one day. After we came home (we) found 
ten (of our) men red with blood and dead. Ave 
Maria, save from evil. Have 10 of our party by 
the sea to look after our ships 14 days’ journey 
from this island. Year 1362.” 

Twice Holand took the stone to Europe where 
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“Those Indians lived in large, round, earthen 
lodges,” Dr. Holand explained, “of a type identical 
with the kind in use in certain parts of Norway 
and Sweden in the late Middle Ages.” 

While the Smithsonian Institution holds that 
the Kensington Stone cannot be indisputably au- 
thenticated, it asserts that “the confirming evi- 
dence that the stone constitutes a genuine record 
is so strong that this relic is regarded by Smith- 
sonian archeologists as one of the most significant 
historical objects ever found in the new world.” 

The Institution is planning an expedition to 
search for the graves of the 10 Norsemen whose 
deaths were recorded on the stone. 
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“Tt’s a trick of mind,” Dr. Laird said. ‘Many, 
many times this guilt complex dates back to 
early childhood, and is an outgrowth of parents 
shaming their children.

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A Government Fund of Millions Reflects the 
Growing Henesty of Americans

P AND down the country, men and women 
in every walk of life—the American people 
—are growing better, more honest, more 
willing in their hearts to be fair among them- 
selves. 

The United States Treasury Department has 
reached this conclusion from a study of its 
Conscience Fund. 

The fund has been built, mostly, by anony- 
mous contributors who have sent in money to 
atone for wrongs of the past. Its total up to this 
summer was $8,530,285, and still is growing. - 


Psychologists say that one person in every 
five in the land is potentially a giver to the 
fund, people who want to clear their own con- 
sciences, and set themselves right with their 
fellow men and their Maker. 

This unusual fund was started in 1811, when 
someone sent $5 to President James Madison. 
Since then over $1,000,000, plus some $7,000,000 
contributed during the last war, have been given 
to the United States, usually by persons trying 
to make up for some past ‘indiscretion. 

According to Dr. Donald A. Laird, interna- 
tionally-known psychologist, there remains an 
untapped potential of contributors who will prob- 
ably keep the fund going until all men are born 
perfect. 

“About one person in five has a well-advanced 
guilt complex which could drive him to contrib- 
uting to the Conscience Fund,” Dr. Laird said. 

Custodians of the fund—-known prosaically 
as miscellaneous receipts—read some revealing 
passages in the letters whieh frequently accom- 
pany money. Most contributions are anonymous, 
but signatures of bankers, farmers, ministers, 
servicemen, hoysewives and others are seen. 

The smallest contribution on record came 
with a long letter addressed to the President of 
the United States. It said, in part: 

“I am in a dreadful state of mind and I 
thought I would write and tell you about it... 
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they are also prone to self-punishment. 
persons drift into melancholia.” 
Government clerks have to do an enormous 
job of paper work for each cent that comes in 
but the cost by no means cancels out the total 
of contributions. 
During the war the govermment received 


@ Censcience Which 
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I stole two postage stamps ... My mind is con- 
stantly on the subject ... Enclosed find the cost 
of the stamps, and please forgive me, for I was 
but 13 years old . 

The largest contribution came in an unsigned 
letter which said: 

‘“‘Here’s $30,000 in cash. This makes $80,000 
I have sent to the U. S., or four times the amount 
I stole years ago.” 

A businessman sent in a money order for 
$2,600, representing tax on income he had 
failed to include in his return. Another letter, 
containing three $1,000 bills, eight $500 bills, 
and 30 $100 bills, stated that the anonymous 
sender had already “paid double,” but was send- 
ing “another payment.” He gave no explanation. 

Many servicemen have contributed to the 
fund. . The first was a veteran of the Civil War, 
who sent in $200 for a stolen mule. Recently 
$30 was sent to cover goods stolen and sold on 
the black market during the last war. 

Some letters refer to the.writer’s discovery 
of religion. Said one: “I have just been con- 
verted and I feel that God would want me to 
clear my conscience. This $150 will square up 
a personal matter on my heart.” 

According to Dr. Laird, sending back stolen 
money, or contributing it to the government, 
rarely fulfills the hope of the sender that the act 
will square him with his conscience. 
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$7,300,000 in unsolicited funds, some of it ear+ 
marked for a certain piece of war equipment. 

These gifts, prompted by’ patriotic and re- 
ligious motives rather than by an attempt to 
salve the givers’ consciencés, came also from 
persons in all walks of life. A mam who sent in 
$2 a week once missed a week. Next week $4 
came in, with an apology. He had been notified 
that his son, a flier, was missing in action. 

The largest single amounts, however, have 
represented ‘conscience easing’’ money. One 
letter said that $18,669 in cash enclosed covered 
a smuggling operation. A check for $14,225.15, 
signed by an English minister, came with a letter 
explaining that one of his parishioners had de- 
frauded the American government, and had 
asked him to handle the restitution. 

Another donor tore eight $1,000 bills in half 
and sent in a half of each bill, with the promise 
that he would send the rest when notified that 
the eight halves were received. The government 
notified him, and he sent in the rest. 

One form of letter frequently received is the 
‘“‘pimme” type. 

“T see you have had another contribution to 
the Conscience Fund,” said one letter. “As I 
have been swindled out of everything I ever had, 
I am going to ask you for $1,000 of that money. 
I want to get me two cows, a set of teeth and 
an automobile. Please don’t disappoint me.” 

All the Treasury Department can do in such 
cases of guilt-complexes in reverse is to point 
out that money can be taken from the General 
Fund only by an act of Congress. As far as the 
Conscience Fund is concerned, it is easier to re- 
ceive than to give.

Ten minutes earlier, while passing the vicinity 
of B and 16th Sts., NW, he had witnessed an en- 
counter between a woman and a highly ungal- 
lant man seated in a parked sedan. He had seen 
the man strike the woman repeatedly with his 
fist, and then the car had nosed out into traffic, 
with the man at the wheel, and pulled away. 
Rice described the man as burly, the woman 
young, slight and light-haired. 
He had noted the license number of the car— 
J-5057. : 
Twelve hours later—that is, at 6 a.m., April 
12—-Deputy Sheriff Archie Richards of Arting: 
ton County, Va., just across the Potomac from 
Washington, discovered an abandoned sedan at 
the southeast corner of Arlington Cemetery. He 
noticed stains on the right running board and on 
the upholstery. Inside he found a key to a house 
on Beech St., Lyon Park, Va., and a repair bill

made out to Mary Baker, 1330 L St., NW, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

In addition to those other details, he jotted 
down the license number-—J-5057, 

Investigation showed that the owner of the 
car, Miss Mary Baker, 30, employed as a file 
clerk in the Navy’s Bureau of Aeronautics, had 
been living at a hotel on L St., but had recently 
moved with two other girls, Olga Skinner, em- 
ployed at the Veterans’ Bureau, and Mildred 
Sperry, employed at a local bank, to the address 
in suburban Lyon Park. Investigation further 
showed that Miss Baker had disappeared. 

On the previous evening, after werk, she had 
attended Lenten services at a church located at 
14th and G Sts., and had left the church at 5:40 
in the company of an acquaintance, Inez Eyre. 
The two had parted outside, and Miss Baker 
had headed for B and 16th Sts., where she cus- 
tomarily parked her car. She had promised to 
pick up Miss Skinner at Seventh St. and Pennsyl- 
vania Ave. at 6, whence they were to drive home. 


HE did not pick up Miss Skinner, however. As 

events were to show, there intervened another 
rendezvous. 

Her body was discovered that same morning 
by two Arlington County officers engaged in the 
search. It reposed in the muddy waters of a 
culvert—where it had apparently been thrown— 
1ear the Sheridan gate of Arlington Cemetery 
(Federal property), three-quarters of a mile from 
the abandoned sedan.’ 

She had been attacked, then shot three times 
with a .25 caliber gun. 

The bullets had entered her throat, back and 
left side. She had been struck with a blunt in- 
strument hard enough to dislodge her lower teeth. 

Near by in the shallow water lay her wrist- 
watch, the hands of which had stopped at 9:45. 
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Since the man seen in her company by At- 
torney Rice—-and two other persons (Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugh R. Wood) whose names he had gatl.- 
ered and relayed to the police—-had been in the 
driver’s seat, it was assumed that he had been 
someone known to her. Therefore they searcned 
carefully into her background and acquaintances, 
particularly the identity of possible men friends. 

Miss Baker, second of the six children of an 
Oak Grove, Va., clergyman, had come to Wash- 
ington 12 years before, following her graduation 
from Chatham Hall School at Chatham, Va., and 
had immediately gone to work for the Navy De- 
partment as a clerk. Apparently she had led a 
circumspect life, being a rather quiet person who 
neither smoked nor drank. No one knew of 
any romances. : 

Reports of the murder in the papers that 
Saturday and Sunday brought information. 

D. E. Wilson, an employe of the Patent Of- 
fice, stated that on Friday evening, at about 10:30, 
while he was driving along Military Road past 
the south side of Arlington Cemetery, he noticed 
the headlights of a parked car 50 yards up on 
a seldom-used lane. He said he saw a man walk- 
ing back and forth in front of the car, apparently 
looking for something. | 


ILSON led a police officer to the spot on Mon- 
day morning. They found several scraps of 
a letter bearing a woman’s handwriting. 
Three persons reported hearing what almost 
certainly must have been the fatal shots, | 
E. D. Thompson, who lived in Rosslyn, Va., on 
a dirt road a short distance from the main road 
to Lyon Village, said that he heard a man and 
a woman arguing in a car parked near his bed- 
room window. He couldn’t make out what they 
were saying, but the woman’s voice was shrill, 
first angry, then pleading. 
“They must have argued for five or 10 minutes, 
then I heard a shot fired,” he related. “I got out 
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of bed, turned on the lights and started to dress. 
Then I heard the roar of the motor, then a second 
shot, and the car raced away like mad.” 

Robert Howard and Lee Dorman, watchmen 
at oil tanks a short distance from the Thompson 
home, were the other two who heard the shots. 
Both said that the car, a sedan, had bounded so 
crazily over the ruts that they had expected it to 
land in a ditch.. They had observed no other per- 
son in the machine. 

By this time rewards offered for the mur- 
derer’s capture had mounted to $5,000. The police 
made various arrests which led nowhere. There 
were rumors that Miss Baker had been slain by 
a foreign agent who had tried to wrest defense 
secrets from her. 

‘Early in May, a woman whose husband was 
secretary to a U. S. Senator, informed the police 
that one Herman Henry Barrere, an itinerant 
house painter of Hume Springs, Va., might have 
had some connection with the case, since he had 
apparently been keeping company with Miss 
Baker. At least he had so boasted to her a 
few days before the crime, she said. 

The police made a note of the matter. Later 
they had reason to look up Barrere. 

Several days before the Baker tragedy, Herbert 
M. Campbell, well-known, twice-married real es- 
tate man of Oak Crest, Va., had engaged Barrere— 
at that time living in a near-by tent—to paint 
his house. Barrere had started the job on April 
10, the day before the murder. Four days later, 
Campbell had inspected the work, found it unsat- 
isfactory, and fired Barrere. 

Later that day, according to Campbell’s com- 
plaint to the police, he had missed several articles 
of clothing and caused the painter to be arrested. 
However, the complaint was .dismissed and Bar- 
rere was released. 


CAMPERS. who, it developed, wanted publicity 
for._a miniature golf course he owned, became 
interested in the Baker mystery. Nothing seemed 
to delight him so much as to associate with de. 
tectives seeking to solve the puzzling case. 

Late in May, with the investigation at a stand- 
still, he walked into the office of Arlington County 
Sheriff Howard Fields, handed over a .32 Spanish- 
type revolver, and told the following story: 

A perfect stranger to hirn, a man with a wart 
on his nose, had called at his real estate office 
several days previously and asked him some 
questions regarding a .32 revolver. Campbell had 
stated that he owned such a gun, and the man 
had then asked where it was, adding that it 
might have figured in the Baker case, 

“T told the fellow that I kept the gun in my 
home,” Campbell related. “He suggested that I 
look and see if it was there. I left the man in 
my office while I ran over to the house. To my 
amazement, I found that the gun was not in the 
drawer where I had kept it for months! I hur- 
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ried back to the office—the man was gone. Then 
I started a search of my office. Lo and behold, 
there was my revolver in the drawer of my desk!” 

Sheriff Fields asked him who he thought 
could have taken the gun. Campbell replied that 
it might have been that painter, Barrere. 

Fields thanked the visitor for his cooperation, 
promised to keep his name out of the case, and 
turned the gun over to the U. S. Bureau of Stan- 
dards. Presently he and the various other author- 
ities busy om the case, including the Capital po- 
lice and the Department of Justice, were amazed 
to hear that, according to two ballistics experts 
at Ah Bureau of Standards, Campbell’s gun had 

mciagea used in the murder. 
Barrere!¥ ordered Lieut. Edward 
Kelley of the Washington homicide squad. 

But Barrere had vanished. 

Circulars bearing the suspect’s picture were 
printed and rushed to all corners of the con- 
tinent. Here, at last, might be the key to the 
mystery. 

Herbert Campbell basked in official commen- 
dation while the hunt for Barrere continued. But 
it was not until mid-July that the wanted man 


reappeared. 


ON JULY 16, he strode into police headquarters 
at Montreal, Canada, and demanded that the 
authorities do something about apprehending a 
man who had robbed him of $50 the previous 
evening in a gambling joint. It was apparent 
that the complainant had been drinking. 

“Say,” a detective exclaimed, ‘“aren’t you 
sy Henry Barrere, late of Hume Springs,

He admitted he was. 

Montreal wired Washington, and three high- 
ranking manhunters immediately enplaned north, 
with the result that the suspect, having waived 
extradition, found himself back at the scene with- 
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in a matter of hours, and very much the center 
of attention. 

What did he know about the Baker murder, 
the detectives demanded. Nothing, he said. 

What about that gun? 

“I don’t know anything about any gun,” he 
replied. “I might have taken some of Campbell’s 
clothes, but that was because I was sore at him. 
I never took any gun.” 

But he had known Mary Baker, didn’t he? No. 

What about his alibi? Where was he the night 
of April 11? 

Barrere, it soon developed, had an ironclad 
alibi. A woman real estate dealer, a friend of 
the painter, stated positively that she had been 
in his company at 6 p. m., April 11. He had given 
her a lift in his car. 

Moreover, Attorney Rice and the Wood couple, 
who had seen Mary Baker’s companion at B and 
16th Sts., all declared that Barrere in no way 
resembled the man. 

He was released. 

The authorities began questioning Campbell.

“No, not me!” he said. “How could you be- 
lieve such a thing?” 

That gun of his—-what about it? 

“T made it all up,” he explained. “I got All 
worked up about the case and-——and I wanted to 
play some part in the investigation. I Know noth- 
ing about the murder!” 

What did he mean, he made it all up? 

“That story I told about the man coming to 
my office—-the man with the wart on his nose—lI 
made that up. 

“The gun never was out of my possession!” 

After hours of grilling, Commonwealth Attor- 
ney William C. Gloth told reporters that, while 
Herbert Campbell still denied having any connec- 
tion with the killing, he had been confronted 
with a man’s pigskin glove found among Miss 
Baker’s things, that he had at first admitted 
ownership, and then denied it. 

Gloth also stated that Campbell admitted he 
had lied when he said he had reached his home 
at 8 o’clock on the evening of the crime. He had 
not reached home-until between 9 and 10, the 
prosecutor said. 

Now one of the newspapermen working on 
the case made the following discovery: 

Campbell’s precocious 11-year-old stepdaughter 
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had, some time after he injected himself into the 
investigation, accused him of the murder. She 
had done so while visiting the home of Augustus 
Walker, a neighbor of her grandparents, with 
whom she had then been living. 

Walker was quoted as saying: 

“The ‘little girl stated very plainly that she 
knew who had killed Mary Baker, and over her 
grandmother’s protest insisted that it was her 
stepfather. 

“Since then her grandparents have requested 
that I forget about her remarks in the event I was 
ever questioned.” 

The reporter learned further: 

That Mary Baker had often visited the Walker 
home. 

That the accusing child’s grandfather was an 
employe of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

That she had been taken to Weehauken, N. J., 
former home of her grandparents, and had not 
returned to Washington. 


IEUTENANT KELLEY checked on this and 

learned that, while she had made Such an accu- 
sation, “it was prompted by her hatred of her 
stepfather rather than knowledge of the murder.” 

Prosecutor Gloth termed it “childish prattle.” 

Nevertheless, it developed that Campbell had 
been near B and 16th Sts. on the day of the crime, 
and had also driven past the culvert where the 
body was found. In continuing to look upon the 
realty man as their No. 1 suspect, the police more 
or less disregarded the fact that he had good alibi 
witnesses, and the further fact that neither 
Attorney Rice nor Mr. and Mrs. Wood would 
identify him. 3 

They also disregarded the fact that the bullets 
extracted from the body had been .25 caliber, 
whereas the Campbell gun was a .32. 

Summer passed, and nothing further was done. 

When Arlington County seemed reluctant 


about trying Campbell on such flimsy evidence, 
the Federal authorities stepped in, indicted him, 
and finally extradited him to the District. 

He went on trial before Justice Jesse C. At- 
kins on Oct. ya 

Assistant Prosecutor William H. Collins told 
the jury he would attempt to prove that Miss 
Baker was accosted by a@ man as she went to her 
car near the Washington Monument, that she 
resented his advances, and that he choked her, 
threw her into the car, and’ then, after he had 
driven a short distance, shot. her three times. 

Collins called Mr. and Mrs. Wood and Francis 
Rice to identify the defendant as Miss Baker’s 
assailant. 

But the witnesses disappointed him. 

“IT couldn’t say he’s the man I saw,” said Wood. 

“He resembles the man but I couldn't be posi- 
tive,” said Mrs. Wood. 

“I can_neither say he is or He isn’t. the man I 
saw,” said Rice. 

So the prosecution had to base almost its 
entire case on the ballistics testimony to the effect 
that Campbell’s gun had fired the fatal shots. 

Campbell’s chief defense was an albi backed 
by 18 witnesses. 

A friend, Mrs. Gwendolyn Parsons, testified 
that she was auto riding with him from 2:30 to 
op. m, 


HARRY TAISHOFTF, an Arlington grocer, swore 
that the defendant bought a cake in his store 
at Siav. 

Warren Norwood, a heating salesman, said he 
saw Campbell in his real estate office at 5:45. 
Shortly afterward, Contractor C. W. Lee stopped 
at the Campbell home and gave him a check. 

Mrs. Campbell said she arrived home at about 
this time to find her husband starting the dinner 
preparations. 

At 6, there was a Western Union call for 
Campbell at his office regarding a telegram for 
him. An employe took the méssage and got 
Campbell at his home at 6:07. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry A. Greene said they called 
at the house at about this time, and left at 6:15. 

At 6:17, Campbell made a phone cali from his 
home to Falls Church, Va. The manager of the 
exchange substantiated this. 

The aceused man’s stepson, Edwin Callahan, 
testified that after dinner»Campbell took him toa 
Boy Scout meeting in Washington. 

The scoutmaster and three boys also testified 
to this. 

Mrs. Marion Steuart, who lived on Hamilton 
St., NW, said that Campbell called on her at 7:45, 
and remained until 9. 

Mrs. Campbell said that he phoned her a little 
later to tell her that he would try to pick up 
young Edwin. However, he had missed the boy, 
so he had driven home after stopping at Schneider’s

bakery in Arlington. He arrived héme at 10:30. 

Edwin Callahan said he came in at 11, and 
found that his mother and stepfather had retired. 

Campbell took the stand on Oct, 29, denied the 
crime, admitted that he had told many falsehoods, 
and explained that he had thrust himself into the 
case because the spirit of excitement had com- 
pletely possessed him. 

He charged that Commonwealth Attorney 
Gloth had substituted bullets fired from his gun 
for the actual murder bullets. He also asserted 
that Gloth had sought to break the case so as to 
win re-election. 


EANWHILE, a star witness for the prosecu- 

tion, Major Calvin Goddard, the country’s 
foremost ballistics expert, had been doing some 
laboratory work designed to support the case 
against Campbell. He had testified that bullets 
found in Miss Baker’s body had been fired from 
Campbell’s gun. 

Then, challenged by a defense expert, Goddard 
had agreed to take the bullets fired from a num- 
ber of revolvers selected at random and then 
identify the guns from which they came. Ten 
bullets had been fired from five guns into a 
basket of cotton waste, and Goddard had immedi- 
ately gone to work.

about getting the’ gout 
because they believe the 
old notion that it is a rare 
malady, a “rich man’s dis- 
ease”’ brought on by eat- 
ing not wisely but too well. 
They also have the delu- 
sion that gout is only a 
little pain in the big toe, 
and a joke that gives car- 
toonists a chance to draw 
comically bandaged feet 
on grumpy men of distinc- 
tion. | 

But gout is no joke. It

Several doctors, led by 
Dr. Martin G. Vorhaus of 
New York, are experiment- 
ing with vitamin B, to re- 
lieve, and prevent, attacks 
of gout.

If you should get the 
gout—and you don’t have 
to be a prosperous glutton 
to come down with an at- 
tack—-most of your hope 
for relieving its vicious 
pain will rest in a drug 
called colchicine. 

Colchicine is a powerful 
emetic and cathartic and 
poisonous in excessive 
amounts, It is derived 
from a plant called colch- 
cum and has been a god- 
send to the gouty for 
nearly two centuries, but 
seems useless for any 
other form of arthritis. 


HE medical theory is 

that the drug increases 
the elimination of uric acid 
from the kidneys. Local 
pain of gout is due to the 
deposit of uric acid crys- 
tals in the affected tissues. 
But the basic cause of gout 
lies in the faulty working 
of certain liver cells in the 


many cases of gout are 
wrongly diagnosed as rhcu- 
matism, arthritis, sprains 
and all sorts of other mal- 
adies. 

Dr. Wassersug mentions 
the case of a 38-year-old 
fireman who came to a 
Boston hospital with a 
painful swelling in the big 
toe of his right foot.

between acute attacks of 
gout aS a preventive meas- 
ure, 

Because gout can be 
easily mistaken for any of 
several other diseases, col- 
chicine —- which is useful 
only on gout——is important 
in a diagnosis of the mal- 
ady. If the drug relieves 
the patient, he has gout. 
If it doesn’t, then some- 
thing else is wrong with 
him. 

Although the causes of 
gout are only partly known, 
it is believed that it crigi- 
nates in faulty liver cells 
which fail to handle prop- 
erly the right amount of 
a by-product of protein 
called ‘‘purine.” This re- 
sults in an excess of uric 
acid, the depositing of 
which produces irritation 
and ache. Uric acid erys- 
tals settle in the joints—- 
especially those of the toes. 


Mest sufferers from gout 

are put on a strict and 
limited diet that eliminates 
all food and drink that 
might produce too much 
uric acid in the patient's 
system. 

The diet is a rigid and 
uninteresting one for peo- 
ple who enjoy eating-——as 
most victims of gout do. 
It bans most meat, fowl 
and fish. It deprives the 
patient -of sweetbreads, 
liver and kidneys. .And it 
forbids alcoholic drinks,

Bake in greased and floured 
2%” eupeake or muffin 
pans, in a moderate oven 
of 350° F. for 25 to 30 min., 
or until done. Makes about 
4 doz. cupcakes. 

Cut a circular piece out 
of the top of each cupcake, 
then fill with vanilla ice 
cream. Put cake top back 
on each, and top with your 
favorite chocolate, fudge, or 
butterscotch sauce, crushed 
berries or fruit. 


Peach ice Cream 


1% cups milk, scalded 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
1% tsps. vanilla flavoring 
Dash salt 
6 tbsps. granulated sugar 
% cup corn syrup 
1% cups light or heavy 
cream 
1% cups sieved fresh 
peaches 
% cup granulated sugar 
Gradually stir milk into 
eggs in double boiler top. 
Place over hot, not boiling 
water; cook until mixture 
just coats spoon. Stir in 
next 4 ingredients, and cool. 
Then add cream and 
peaches, combined with % 
cup sugar and a few drops 
of almond flavoring, if de- 
sired.

crushed ice to 1 part of ice 
cream salt. Makes about 
1% qts. Three-quarter cup 
granulated sugar may re- 
place the sugar and corn 
syrup in this recipe. 


Bombes 


Two frozen mixtures — 
commercial or home-made 
ice cream—may be used; 
one as the lining, the other 
aS the filling of a brick, 
melon, or round mold. Chill 
mold thoroughly, then line 
it to %” thickness with one 
frozen mixture. Put other 
frozen mixture in center 
and fill with first mixture 
to overflowing. Cover with 
buttered paper, buttered 
side up. Press the cover on, 
then bury the mold in 
crushed ice and ice cream 
salt, using 4 parts of ice to 
1 part of salt. Let stand 
at least 2 hrs., draining off 
melted ice, and adding more 
ice and salt in same propor- 
tions, if necessary. When 
frozen, remove mold, dip in 
warm water for a few sec- 
onds, or wrap in a cloth 
wrung out of hot water. 
Remove cover and paper, 
and invert on a serving dish. 

Such combinations as va- 
nilla ice cream with rasp- 
berry ice in center, coffee 
ice cream with vanilla ice 
cream in center, and choco- 
late ice cream are delicious 
in bombes. 

Also pistachio nut. ice 
cream with strawberry 
sherbet in center, encircled 
by whole ‘strawberries 
when served. For Neapoli- 
tan ice cream, put two 
kinds of ice cream and an 
ice in layers. 


Molasses Mint ice Cream 


1 cup milk, scalded 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
% tsp. peppermint 
flavoring 
Dash salt 
cup granulated sugar 
cup molasses 
cup corn syrup 
cup heavy cream, 
whipped 
Gradually stir milk into 
eggs in double boiler. Place 
over hot, not boiling, water; 
cook 5 or 6 min., or un- 
til mixture coats spoon. 


Stir in next 5 ingredients. 
Cool and chill. Then fold 
in whipped cream. Turn into 
the freezing tray of auto- 
matic refrigerator; freeze 
with cold control at coldest 
setting until half frozen. 
Turn into bowl and beat 
well with egg beater, then 
return to freezing tray, and 
freeze until firm. Serves 4. 


Ice Cream Sandwiches 


Place a generous table- 
spoon of vanilla ice cream 
between two chocolate nut 
Squares and serve ona 
chilled plate.

Unnecessary Wear 


Di? you know that pillow 
cases used by women 
wear out faster than those 
used by men? This is at- 
tributed to the fact that 
many women wear metal 
curlers or bobbie pins to 
bed without adequate pro- 
tectian. Be sure to tie a 
wide ribbon or scarf around 
your head when you put 
up your hair at night.

The middle and upper 
half of sheets get the most 
wear. Every other time a 
sheet is used, reverse it, 
placing bottom hem at top.

This will cut 
down abrasive action of 
springs and ticking against 
sheets. 

Washing Sheets 


SE. hot water and a re-

Be sure sheets are com- 
pletely dry before you put 
them away. 

Take the time to place 
freshly laundered sheets 
at the bottom of the pile 
so that wear is distrib- 
uted evenly and the same 
sheets are not used over 
and over.
